‘nstitutional Government in War. 

. '¥Vhile we are at war, we are no in revolution. 
are making war as a nation organized under 
Constitution, from which the established na- 

nal authorities derive all their powers either 
war or in peace. The Constitution is as effec- 
ve today as it ever was and the oath to sup- 
srt it is just as binding. But the framers of 

_ che Constitution did not contrive an imposing 

: spectacle of impotency. One of the objects of

“common defense.” A nation which could not

Plenary Power to Wage War. 


: HILE the President is commander in 
: V \ chief, in the Congress resides jhe au- 
q thority “to raise and support armies” 
4.and ‘to provide and maintain a navy,” and to 
} make rules for the ‘government and regulation 
F and as a safeguard 

' against military domination the power to raise 
and support armies is qualified by the provision 
» that ‘no appropriation of money to that use shall 
ibe for a longer term than two years,” otherwise 
iithe power is unlimited. The Congress is to pre- 
scribe the military organization and provide the 
equipment, afford maintenance, and for these pur- 
poses appropriate such amounts of money as it 
thinks necessary. 

Upon every citizen lies the duty of aiding in 
the common defense. In exercising its Constitu- 
tional power to raise armies, the Congress may 
enforce this duty. The Congress may call any- 
one to service who ifs able to serve. The question 


¢ who may be called or in what order is simply 


one for the judgment of the national legislature. 
The power vested in Congress is not to raise 


Ss armies simply by calling for volunteers, but to 


' paise armies by whatever method Congress deems 
best and hence be deemed to embrace conscrip- 
tion. To the framers of the Constitution, the 
’ draft was a familiar mode of raising armies, as 
’, it has been resorted to by the colonies to fill 
Tt up their quota in the revolutionary war. It 
is true that the proposal in 1814 of Monroe as 
Secretary of War to resort to conscription was 
| vigorously opposed as unconstitutional. But the 
draft. was put in force both by the Union and 
f by the Confederacy during the Civil War and its 
} validity was sustained by the courts in both

toga, N. Y., Charles Evans Hughes, 
Jormer Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, on Wednesday delivered an 
address on “War Powers Under the Constitu- 
tion.” It was an occasion eminently fitting 
for such an address, and Mr. Hughes, per- 
haps better than any other in the distin- 
guished and learned assembly, because of the 
fullness of his experience on the bench of the 
court which gives interpretation to the Con- 
stitution, was the man to give to the subject 
the touch of authority. 

“The powers to wage war,’ said the for- 
mer Justice, ‘is the power to wage war suc- 
cessfully,” for a “nation which could not 
fight would be powerless to secure the bless- 
ings of liberty to ourselves and our posteri- 
ty.’ Thus the framers .of the Constitution 
did not “contrive an imposing spectacle of

of war a “fighting Constitution.” 


“In this case, those who desire the rebeHion 
to succeed, and others. who seek reward in a 
cifferent way, are very active in accommodating 
us with this class of arguments. They tell us the 
law is unconstitutional. It is the first instance, 
I believe, in which the power of Congress to do 
a thing has ever been questioned in a case when 
the power is given by the Constitution in ex- 
press terms. Whether a power can be implied 
when it is nut expressed has often been the sub- 
ject of controversy; but this is the case in which 
the degree of effrontery has been ventured on 
of denying a power which is plainly and dis- 
tinctly written down in the Constitution. The 
Constitution declares that ‘the Congress shall have 
power * * * * to raise and support armies; 
but no appropriation of money to that use shall 
be for a longer term than two years.’ The whole 
scope of the conscription act is ‘to raise and sup- 
port armies,’ There is nothing else init. * * * 
Do you admit that the power is given to raise 
and. support armies, and. yet insist that by this 
act Congress has not exercised the power in a con- 
stitutional mode? Has not done the thing in the 
right way? Who is to judge of this? The Consti- 
tution gives Congress the power but it does not 
prescribe the more or expressly declare who shall 
prescribe it. In such case Congress must pre- 
scribe the more, or relinquish the power. There 
is no alternative. * * * * The power is given 
fully, completely, unconditionally. It is not a 
power to raise armies if state authorities consent; 
nor if the men to compose the armies are entire- 
ly willing; but it is a power to raise and support 
armies given to Congress by the Constitution and 
without any ‘if.’ * * * * The principle of the 
draft, which simply is. involuntary or enforced 
service, is not new. It has been practiced in all 
ages of the world. It was well known at the time 
they placed in that instrument the provision thdt 
‘the Congress shall have power to raise and sup- 
port armies.’ * * * * Wherein is the pecu- 
liar hardship now? Shall we shrink from the 
necessary means to maintain our free Govern- 
ment which our grandfathers employed to estab- 
lish it and our own fathers have already em- 
ployed once to maintain it? Are we degenerate? 
Has the manhood of the race run out? 

These are the words of Lincoln, penned in the 
midst of the Civil War in which conscription 
was enforced and his reasoning is conclusive. 
‘And while the question was not presented to the 
United States Supreme Court, the power of 
Congress was explicitly recognized in Tarbele’s 
case (13 Wall, p. 407) and in later opinions. 


Conscientious Objectors. 
HE constitutional authority thus deihel in 
Congress is not limited by any qualifica- 
tion arising from religious beliefs or con- 
scieptious objections. 
affecting power, but policy. 


These are matters not 

As M. Justice Har- 
lan said, in delivering the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court in Jacobson vs. Masssachusetts (197 
U. S. p. 29) one “may be compelled by force if 
need be, against his will and without regard to 
his personal wishes or his pecuniary interests, or 
even his religious or political convictions, to 
take his place in the ranks of the army of his 
country and risk the chance of being shot down 
in its defense. It is, however, in my judgment, 
a sound policy on the part of Congress to provide 
for the discharge from the draft of conscientious 
objectors. Nothing, I believe is gained for the 
country by overriding the claims of conscience. 
in such cases; but it is obviously necesary that 
‘they should be such definitions and restrictions 
‘as will prevent imposture and evasion by those 
who have as little conscience as they have stom- 
ach for war. 

It is contended in some quarters that this pow- 
er, which undoubtedly Congress had, has been 
restricted or abolished by the thirteenth amend- 
ment, provides that “neither slavery nor involun- 
tary servitude, except as a punishment for crime 
whereof the party shall have been duly convicted 
shall exist within the United States or any place 
subject to their jurisdiction.” It has been said 
by the United States Supreme Court that the 


plain intention “was to abolish slavery of what- 
ever name and form and all its badges and inci- 
dents; to render impossible any state of bond- 
age; to make labor free by prohibiting that con- 
trol by which the personal service of one-man 
is disposed of or coerced for another's benefit, 
which is the essence of involuntary servitude. 
It hits not only slavery but peonage. But the 
language of the amendment was not new. It re- 
produced the historic words of the Ordinance of 
1787 for the government of the Northwest Terri- 
tory, and its terms, construed in the light of its 
history and plain purpose, afford no basis what- 
ever for the conclusion that it interfered in the 
slightest degree with the power of Congress to 
raise and support armies. 

In the case of Robertson vs Baldwin (165 U. S. 
275) it was argued that the Thirteenth Amend- 
ment invalidated certain provisions of the Re- 
vised Statutes authorizing Justices of the Peace 
to issue warrants for deserting seamen. In de- 
nying the claim, the court said: 

“It is clear, however, that the amendment was 
not intended to introduce any ‘novel doctrine 
with respect to certain descriptions of service 
which have always been treated as exceptions, 
such as miltary- and naval enlistments.” The 
soldier drafted under Act of Congress is per- 
forming the duty which he owes of aiding in 
the common defense’ and the _ constitutional 
amendment contemplates no escape from the 
duty to defend and preserve the United States. 


Power Over the Militia. 


HE power “to raise and support armies” 
| should not be confused with the power 
given to Congress “to provide for calling 
forth the militia to execute the laws of the Union, 
suppress insurrections and repel invasions;” and 
“to provide for organizing, arming and disci- 
plining the militia, and for governing such part 
of them as may be employed in the service of 
the United States, reserving to the states res- 
pectively the appointment of the officers and the 
authority of training the militia according to the 
discipline prescribed by Congress.” The President 
is Commander in Chief not. alone of the “army 
and navy of the United States,” but also ‘‘of the 
militia of the several states, when called into the 
actual service of the United States.”’ The militia 
within the meaning of these provisions of the 
Constitution, is distinct from the army of the 
United States. ‘“‘Remember always,” said Danie] 
Webster, ‘‘that the great principle of the Consti- 
tution on that subject is that the militia is the 
militia of the states and not of the genera!-Gcv- 
ernment, and being thus the militia ofthe states 
there is no part of the Constitution worded vith 
greater care and with a more scrupulous jealousy, 
than that which grants and limits the power of 
Congress over it.” 


In order to execute the laws of the Union, to 
suppress insurrection and to repel invasions, it 
would be necessary to employ regular troops or 
to employ the militia. And the power given to 
Congress with respect to the militia was manifest- 
ly-to make a large standing army unnecessary. 
But as the service of the organized militia can 
only be required by the national Government for 
the limited purpose specified in the Constitution, 
it follows) as Attorney-General Wickersham ad- 
vised President Taft) that the organized militia, 
as such,*cannot be employed for offensive war- 
fare outside the limits of the United States. 


This, however, is apart from the power of 
Congress to raise and support a Federal army. 
Congress may be content with asmall standing ur- 
my in ordinary times, but Congress may create and 
equip such army as it pleases, subject to the 
qualification with respect to appropriations. It 
can equip an army in preparation for war, and of 
course it may furnish whatever army is required 
for the prosecution of war. The organization and 
service of an army raised by Congress are not 
subject to the limitations governing its control 
of the militia. The power to use an army is co- 
extensive with the power to make war; and the 
army may be used wheréver the war is carried on, 
here or elsewhere. There is no limitation upon 
the authority of Congress to create an army and 
it is for the President as Commander in Chief 
to direct the campaigns of that army wherever 
he may think they should be carried on, As 
Chief Justice Taney, speaking for the Supreme 
Court in Fleming v. Page (9 How, p. 615), said: 
“As Commander in Chief, he is authorized to 
direct the movements of the naval and military 
forces placed by law at his command, and to em- 
ploy them in the manner he may deem most ef- 
fectual to harass and conquer and subdue the 
enemy. He may invade the hostile country and 
subject: it to. the sovereignty and authority of the 
United States.” 

We employed our arms in Canada in the War 
of 1812; our troops were again sent to foreign 
soil in the Mexican War and in the war with 
Spain, and more recently have been employed in 
China and Mexico. There is no doubt of the con- 
stitutional authority to efhploy our forces on 
the battlefields of Europe in the gwar that we 
are now waging for the safety of the United 
— and to conquer an enduring peace that

(in these days the sons of Queens are not allowed 
to throw away their lives in battle, but so that 
better I should understand the tears of every 
mother, Death has stolen into my house and 
stands there waiting, ready to tear from me my 
youngest, the most innocent, the one most without 
defense. 

There he lies on the narrow whiteness of his 
bed, fighting back some invisible terror which is 
too big. I seem to be struggling with him, yet 
all my love cannot help him, I am powerless be- 
fore his suffering, my anguish cannot lessen it, 
my tears cannot cool the fever in his blood. 

All around me the sons of mothers are dying 
and here within the walls of this guarded cham- 
ber my child is dying * * * and I cannot hold 
him back * * * He becomes the symbol of my 
country’s tragedy; he is wrestling against an en- 
emy he is unable to overcome, whilst not far off, 
on all our frontiers, our armies are struggling 
against invading forces that inch by inch are tear- 
ing the holy soil of home from beneath our feet! 

My child is powerless as my country is pow- 
erless, our love, our prayers, our efforts, the 
spilling of our blood are in vain, for indeed there 
are hours that belong not to the will of man, but 
that belong to Fate!

Power to Wage War Successfully. 
HE power to wage war is the power to 
wage war successfully. The framers of 
the Constitution were under no illusions 
as to war. They had emerged from a long war, 
which had taught them the weakness of a mere 
confederation, and they had no hope that they 
hold what they had won save as they established 
a union which could fight with the strength of 
one pedple, under one government intrusted with 
the common defense. In equipping the national 
Government with the needed authority in war, 
they tolerated.mo limitations inconsistent with 
that object, as they realized that the very exis- 
tence of the nation might be at stake and that 
every resource of the people must be at com- 
mand. Said Madison in the Federalist, “Security 
against foreign danger is one of the primitive 
objects of civil authority. It is an avowed and 
essential object of the American: Union. The pow- 
ers requisite for attaining it must be effectually 
confided to the Federal councils.” And Hamil- 
ton said: “The idea of restraining the legisla- 
tive authority, in the means of providing for the 
national glefense, is one of those refinements 
which owe their origin to a zeal for liberty more 


fe 


ardent than enlighténed.” He again emphasized 
the same ideas in these words: “The circum- 
stances that endanger the safety of nations are 
infinite, and for this reason no constitutional 
shackles can wisely be imposed on the power 
to which the care of it is committed. This pow- 
er ought to be co-exclusive with all the possible 
combinations of such circumstances; and ought 
to be under the direction of, the same councils 
which are appointed to preside over the com- 
mon defense.” 

It was in this view that plenary power was 
given to Congress to wage war and raise armies. 
It is also in the light of this conception of nation- 
al exigencies that we must read subdivision 18 of 
section 8 of article 1 of the Constitution (follow- 
ing the enumeration of powers), which gives 
Congress the authority “to make all laws which 
shall be necessary and proper for carrying into 
execution the foregoing powers, and all other 
powers vested by the Constitution in the Gov- 
ernment of the United States or in any depnrt- 
ment or office thereof. 

“It must also be remembered that it is of the 
essence of national power where it exists it 
dominates. There is no room in our scheme of 
government for the assertion in hostility to the 
exercise of Federal power. The power of the 


national Government to carry on war is explicit 
and supreme, and the authority thus resides in 
Congress in the event of war is confined the 
power to effect whatéver legislation is necessary 
to prosecute the war with vigor and success, and 
this power is to be exercised without impair- 
ment of the authority committed to the Prest- 
dent as Commander in Chief to direct military. 
operations. 
Power of the President. 
ACH of these powers, that’of Congress and 
kK of the. President, is the subject of a dis- 
tinct grant, each fs the coniplement of the 
other, and together. they furnish the adequate 
equipment of authority for war. “fhere is no 
more impressive spectacle than that of the Prest- 
dent of the republic in time of war when in ad- 
dition to the other great powers of his office he 
acts in supreme command of the armed forces of 
the nation and conducts its military campaigns.

MORE THAN A REVENUE BILL. 

The advocates of fewer exemptions in the con- 
scription of wealth for war service lost their fight 
in the Senate. But the exemptions authorized are 
fewer than they were when they began their 
struggle. 

The war profits section of the tax bill is some- 
what complicated, but it prescribes a tax of 12 
per cent on excess profits figured at not mote than 
15 per cent greater than the average profits in 
1911, 1912 and 1913. The rate of taxation increases 
steadily, according to the percentage of unusual 
profits, up to a 60 per cent tax on profits so ab- 
normal as to be 300 per cent greater than those 
formerly earned. 

That the decision tn the Senate does not end 
the battle is shown by Speaker Clark’s speech in 
the House, urging 80 per cent on the last classi- 
fication. What this means can be seen from the 
estimates of the amount of revenue from the dif- 
ferent classifications. 

War profits of 300 per cent above the average 
of peace, or three times greater than peace profits, 
are being made by so many firms and in such vol- 
ume that it is estimated that if the Government 
taxes only 60 per cent of the amount in excess of 
300 per cent, the yield in revenue will be no less 
than $462,990,000. If the tax on this classification 
is increased in the House or in conference to 70 or 
80 per cent and the tax on other classifications is 
increased in like proportion, it will produce a tre- 
mendous amount of more revenue. 

It must be remembered, in considering the 
merits of the bill, that those firms that will make 
the enormous profits subjecting them to taxation 
at the higher rates will almost all of them ob- 
tain their gains from the Government. These 
profits will represent the velvet on purchases of 
munitions and various materials and equipment 
for carrying on the war. 

So, in a sense, the demand for the conscription 
of wealth is more than a revenue measure. It is 
a measure to discourage the more brazen forms of 
robbery by Government contractors. For if, after 
extortion has passed all limits in reason, most of 
the money has to be given back to the Govern- 
ment, why practice the higher extortion? 

But if it is practiced, the tax will make the 
Government the larger beneficiary from its own 
payments and if the enormous profits left to the 
contractors—enough to satisfy the greed of a 
Midas—do not provide a sufficient incentive for 
production, then no profits of any amount would 
furnish an incentive. 
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JUSTICE FOR NEGROES. 

The Mississippi Council of National Defense be- 
lieves that it has found a solution of the acute 
negro problem and in a resolution to the forth- 
coming special session of the Legislature sets 
forth certain things that must be done at once 
to check the migration that is threatening the in- 
dustries of the State. The question came up un- 
expectedly in a council session, but the business 
men and educators present found that they agreed 
perfectly. 

The primary demands are: Justice of the Peace 


court reforms that will check the present system 
of fining negroes by petty officials to get the 


costs; a State-wide system of schools for negroes 


and truancy laws that will be enforced; the em- 


ployment of negro farm and domestic demonstra- 
tion agents and assurance of equal wage to the 
negro for equal work.

minute orators” who will speak at picture shows

MEXIOO, THE FORGOTTEN. 
In a forceful book entitled “The Mexican Prob- 
lem,” C. W. Barron of the Boston News Bureau 
gives his conclusions on a recent examination of 
the situation in Mexico, especially with regard to 
the Tampico oil fields. Dr. Talcott Williams, in 
a preface to the book, says of it that the articles 
comprising it are “a clear and wise economic 
picture of Mexico, beyond any others that I have 
read.” 
Since the United States went to war with Ger- 
many, Mexico seems to have been forgotten. To- 
day, according to Mr. Barron, the situation is dis- 
united and hopeless. “Seventeen million people, 
one. the richest mineral territory of the world, 
that can grow anything in the world and produce 
food in abundance every month of the year, use 
cartridges for currency.” 
Barron does not advocate intervention. He 
does not think it is necessary. Since Uncle Sam 
aimed his guns at Germany and started to place 
a huge army behind them, the Mexican generals 
of the different factions “have suddenly become 
very polite to foreigners, especially Americans. 
All the threatening from German sources in Mex- 
ico likewise suddenly became nonexplosive.” 
Financial aid, in the way of development by cap- 
ital of Mexico’s resources, with proper protection, 
will solve the problem. 
In order to receive this protection, Mr. Barron 
asserts, certain popular fallacies must be removed. 
These are that the natural wealth of Mexico, espe- 
cially mineral oil, has been or is used as a basis 
for furthering Mexican political quarrels. Sec- 
ond, that the land question is at the bottom of 
the Mexican troubles. He finds that, without cap- 
ital and leadership, division and subdivision of 
land among the Mexican people will accomplish 
little. The native Mexican “is the same child- 
like, trusting fellow, whether at work, play or 
revolution. He is simply in need of a strong help- 
ing hand.” 

It is a wonderful picture that Mr. Barron draws 
of the apparently inexhaustible capacity of the 
Tampico oil fields. But pipe lines are needed, 
transportation is ridiculously Inadequate. And, 
according to him, our turning our back upon Mex- 


ico has, for the time being at least, stopped all

THE INCOME-TAX YIELD. 
According to the preliminary report of the 
}Commissioner of Internal Revenue, individuals 
and corporations paid the Government, $359,681,- 
228 in income taxes during the last fiscal year. 
This is $25,000,000 more than the customs reve- 
nue for 1910, the year of greatest income from 
tariff taxes. It is $37,000,000 in* excess of the 
maximum yearly internal revenue previous to the 
inclusion of income taxes in that category. 

The returns are interesting from many angles. 
The amounts derived from corporations and indi- 
viduals are almost equal, being respectively $179,- 
372,888 and $180,108,340. New York led all the 
states with payments of $46,566,952 in corpora- 
tion taxes amd $81,495,783 on individual incomes. 
Nevada, for all its mining resources, paid least, 
yielding but $75,423 in corporation taxes and $15,- 
425 from individual incomes; no doubt its gold and 
silver help swell the tax returns of the effete 
East. Do the same conditions obtain for $3 
wheat? North and South Dakota, which express 
a lively concern about the burden of war taxes, 
paid but $74,159 and $49,164 respectively on in- 
dividual incomes. Reet i EN Bs BUS 

But the fact of outstanding interest is the large 
proportion of the total contributed by tndividual 
incomes of less than $20,000. These furnished 
$55,742,281, or one-third of all, and constitute the 
largest return of any single class. This amount 
was five times as great as the yield from in- 
comes between $100,000 and $150,000, and com- 
pares with the $7,531,894 derived from incomes be- 
tween $1,000,000 and $1,500,000. At least there is 
no need to conscript moderate wealth. 
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BOMBING HOSPITALS. 

From both French and British headquarters the 
news comes that German airmen are persistently 
bombing hospitals. The latest is that an Amer- 
ican hospital established at the front by Harvard 
University was bombed. One member of the 
Harvard medical until was killed and others se 
verely wounded. A member of a St. Louis medi- 
cal unit was wounded. 

The suggestion that these acts are among the 

unforeseen accidents of routine of the war cannot 
be accepted, in view of the fact that the German 
aerial forces take photographs of the country 
where these hospitals are situated and must be 
well aware of their location. German airplanes 
dropping bombs around or on hospital buildings 
back of Verdun at intervals of 20 minutes for 
over six hours was an exhibition of calculated 
barbarism which is in a class with other acts for 
which the world has unantmously condemned the 
German military leaders. 
Have German aviators finally abandoned the 
last of their ideals? Have they forgotten or re- 
nounced those feelings of chivalry which they 
showed earlier in the war? Have they conserted 
to a policy that will mean slaughter of the help- 
less wounded back of the ranks, wherever they 
may find them? If so, they may look for no more 
consideration than is given to other brutal mnur- 
derers.

MORE THAN A REVENUE BILL. 

The advocates of fewer exemptions in the con- 
scription of wealth for war service lost their fight 
in the Senate. But the exemptions authorized are 
fewer than they were when they began their 
struggle. 

The war profits section of the tax bill is some- 
what complicated, but it prescribes a tax of 12 
per cent on excess profits figured at not mote than 
15 per cent greater than the average profits in 
1911, 1912 and 1913. The rate of taxation increases 
steadily, according to the percentage of unusual 
profits, up to a 60 per cent tax on profits so ab- 
normal as to be 300 per cent greater than those 
formerly earned. 

That the decision in the Senate does not end 
the battle is shown by Speaker Clark’s speech in 
the House, urging 80 per cent on the last classi- 
fication. What this means can be seen from the 
estimates of the amount of revenue from the dif- 
ferent classifications. : 

War profits of 300 per cent above the average 
of peace, or three times greater than peace profits, 
are being made by so many firms and in such vol- 
ume that it is estimated that if the Government 
taxes only 60 per cent of the amount in excess of 
300 per cent, the yield in revenue will be no less 
than $462,990,000. If the tax on this classification 
is increased in the House or in conference to 70 or 


80 per cent and the tax on other classifications is | 


increased in like proportion, it will produce a tre- 
mendous amount of more revenue. 

It must be remembered, in considering the 
merits of the bill, that those firms that will make 
the enormous profits subjecting them to taxation 
at the higher rates will almost all of them ob- 
tain their gains from the Government. These 
profits will represent the velvet on purchases of 
munitions and various materials and equipment 
for carrying on the war. 

So, in a sense, the demand for the conscription 
of wealth is more than a revenue measure. It is 
@ measure to discourage the more brazen forms of 
robbery by Government contractors. For if, after 
extortion has passed all limits in reason, most of 
the money has to be given back to the Govern- 
ment, why practice the higher extortion? 

But if it is practiced, the tax will make the 
Government the larger beneficiary from its own 
payments and if the enormous profits left to the 
contractors—enough to satisfy the greed of a 
Midas—do not provide a sufficient incentive for 
production, then no profits of any amount would 
furnish an incentive. :

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THE INCOME-TAX YIELD. 
According to the preliminary report of the 
»Commissioner of Internal Revenue, individuals 
and corporations paid the Government, $359,681,- 
228 in income taxes during the last fiscal year. 
This is $25,000,000 more than the customs reve- 
nue for 1910, the year of greatest income from 
tariff taxes. It is $37,000,000 in* excess of the 
maximum yearly internal revenue previous to the 
inclusion of income taxes in that category. 

The returns are interesting from many angles. 
The amounts derived from corporations and indi- 
viduals are almost equal, being respectively $179,- 
372,888 and $180,108,340. New York led all the 
states with payments of $46,566,952 in corpora- 
tion taxes amd $81,495,783 on individual incomes. 
Nevada, for all its mining resources, paid least, 
yielding but $75,423 in corporation taxes and $15,- 
425 from individual incotmes; no doubt its gold and 
silver help swell the tax returns of the effete 
East. Do the same conditions obtain for $3 
wheat? North and South Dakota, which express 
a lively concern about the burden of war taxes, 
paid but $74,159 and $49,164 respectively on in- 
dividual incomes. 

But the fact of outstanding interest is the large 
proportion of the total contributed by t!ndividual 
incomes of less than $20,000. These furnished 
$55,742,281, or one-third of all, and constitute the 
largest return of any single class. This amount 
was five times as great as the yield from in- 
comes between $100,000 and $150,000, and com- 
pares with the $7,531,894 derived from incomes be- 
tween $1,000,000 and $1,500,000. At least there is 
no need to conscript moderate wealth.

Since the United States went to war with Ger- 
many, Mexico seems to have been forgotten. To- 
day, according to Mr. Barron, the situation is dis- 
united and hopeless. “Seventeen million people, 
ont the richest mineral territory of the world, 
that can grow anything in the world and produce 
food in abundance every month of the year, use 
cartridges for currency.” 

Barron does not advocate intervention. He 
does not think it is necessary. Since Uncle Sam 
aimed his guns at Germany and started to place 
a huge army behind them, the Mexican generals 
of the different factions “have suddenly become 
very polite to foreigners, especially Americans. 
All the threatening from German sources in Mex- 
ico likewise suddenly became nonexplosive.” 
Financial aid, in the way of development by cap- 
ital of Mexico’s resources, with proper protection, 
will solve the problem. 

In order to receive this protection, Mr. Barron 
asserts, certain popular fallacies must be removed. 
These are that the natural wealth of Mexico, espe- 
cially mineral oil, has been or is used as a basis 
for furthering Mexican political quarrels. Sec- 
ond, that the land question is at the bottom of 
the Mexican troubles. He finds that, without cap- 
ital and leadership, division and subdivision of 
land among the Mexican people will accomplish 
little. The native Mexican “is the same child- 
like, trusting fellow, whether at work, play or 
revolution. He is simply in need of a strong help- 
ing hand.” 

It is a wonderful picture that Mr. Barron draws 
of the apparently inexhaustible capacity of the 
Tampico oil fields. But pipe lines are needed, 
transportation is ridiculously Inadequate. And, 


according to him, our turning our back upon Mex- 


tion. 

The usual setf-seeking, purely selfish motives 
do not appear on the surface of this effort. The 
men suggested for the candidacy explain this by 
saying that only one question must be allowed to 
enter into the campaign: Is the State supporting 
the Government in the war, or is it supporting 
Vardaman’s personal position? 

The leaders there realize that they have a real 
fight on their hands because of Vardaman’s 
strong personal following, which will influence 
some voters taking the view that they should 
place friendship first. Vardaman will furnish one 
of the strongest tests of the anti-war Senators. 
But already the press of the State is opposing 
him for reelection. : 

A similar situation applies in Georgia, where 
determined opposition is developing to Senator 
Hardwick, who was elected to fill an unexpired 
term because he was thought to be the choice of 
the President. His personality will be much less 
of a factor than Vardaman’s, so the issue for or 
against the conduct of the war will there be clean- 
er cut. , 

In Oklahoma the tide is turning very strongly 
against Senator Gore, whose personal standing 
formerly was so strong that many of his friends 
expected him to be a candidate for President. This 
idea never spread beyond Oklahoma, however, 
and does not exist there now. Indeed, a few 
days ago at Enid the name of a city park was 
changed from “Gore ‘Park” to “Wilson Park,” by 
a vote of the City Assembly. |

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Camp Life Stories of 
Foreign Legionaries in 
Training for Service 


American Tells of the Hard Drill in All of the 
Latest Tricks of War--Sent to Guardhouse 
for Defending American Slang. 


By GERALD BRANDON. 
Lately of the French Foreign Legion. 

WONDER, if in the training camps being established for our new army 

the men will receive the same sort of training the Foreign Legion was put 

through. I much misdoubt it, for where are the experienced instructors to 
come fromt Physical fitness, marksmanship, knowledge of the manual of 
arms—these can be acquired after a certain amount of drilling under our 
efficient young West Pointers. But the million ruses of modern war, 
which have never been compiled in a text book and the least’ of which 
may spell the difference between life and death—who will teach these to 
our boys? Will they have to learn them by experience, at the cost of much 
blood, as did the French and English? 

At Camp La Vilbonne we were put on a war footing from the first day 
of our enlistment—no considerations because we were recruits; no explana- 
tions because we did not understand the language. We were put into the 
ranks between veterans, and stood our trick with them. If we were ordered 
to do something we did something, though not always the right thing. The 
first time we would be laughed at and shown how; the second time we would 
be sworn at and shown how; the third time we would be deprived of a 
week’s liberty and shown how, and the fourth time we would go to the 
guardhouse . But we usually were letter perfect before the fourth time. 


Not knowing the language was not , military commands barked out by a 
such a heavy handicap after all. I/surly Sergeant even in English. After 
defy anyone to distinguish a word of a little drilling, the soldier develops 


&@ seventh sense which tells him what 
he should do next. From the spoken 
command he gets the cue when to do 
it rather than what to do. 

Many of the fellows in my regi- 
ment were trained athletes, who 
laughed when told that they would 
need a couple of months’ training be- 
fore being physically fit. The first 
time they went on a trial march, with 
70 pounds of equipment on their 
backs, they realized the reason for 
this. Some days we did as much as 
35 miles across country, and as it 
was summer time and we wore win- 
ter uniforms—the only ones to be 
had—I need not say there was not a 
single man in the regiment who had 
any surplus flesh on him by the time 
we got through our training. 

We did very little drilling, but a 
great deal of digging. ‘One’s life de- 
pends very often on his ability to en- 
trench himself efficaciously under 
fire. 
side with your knapsack cvuvering 
your face, and pile up the dirt in 
front of you. When the pile is a foot 
high, you wiggle into the hollow you 
have scooped out and work more at 
ease. After your trench is three feet 
deep the rest is easy. Our instructor 
used to post a group of men armed 
with stones near us when we worked, 
with instructions to pot any arms or 
head which might appear inadver- 
tently. 


Ammunition Was Scarce. 


In those days there was none too 
much ammunition in France, and we 
could not do much target practice. 

On the other hand, much attention 
was paid to bayonet practice, a play 
at which the French are masters. We 
usually practiced with dummy bayo- 
nets which would run into the muzzle 
of the rifle, but every once in a

while we were made to fence with 
the real thing, so as to get us accus- 
tomed to the cold steel. Several men 
were hurt this way, but what is a 
little blood more or less in the For- 
eign Legion? We were also trained 
to handle explosives, and were given 
a practical course in bomb throwing. 
Americans in whom baseball has de- 
veloped a throwing arm excelled in 
this. 

Signaling, both by day and by 
night, was very important. Every 
soldier must be able to send or read 
such signals as: 

“Lengthen your range,” “Shorten 
your range,” “Advance,” “Retreat,” 
“The artillery needs the support of 
infantry,” “Enemy is approaching,” 
etc., etc. 

We learned how to make loopholes 
in our entrenchments in such a way 
as to be protected against the enemy 
fire from in front, how to gauge dis- 
tances, how to draw the enemy’s fire 
without exposing one’s self, when to 
advance by dashes, and when by in- 
filtration, how to tell when a gas 
attack is coming and what to do to 
render it harmless, and, most im- 
portant of all, how to dodge shells. 


Tricking the Shells. 


A shell is something like a Mexi- 
can fighting bull in its habits. A 
bull closes his eyes when he charges, 
and, if you keep your head and step 
aside after hé is once launched in 
his career, you are safe. A big 
shell also has a fixed course. You 


can hear it coming, and, unless it

face. When the 
explodes and all 
fly upward at an angle of about 
55 degrees. If you tre  with- 
in a radius of 300 yards from the 
explosion, there is little probability 
of your being hit.

antee against wounds. 

Shrapnel bursts in the air above 
you and the fragments and bullets 
descend with little velocity. Your 
helmet covers you against shrapnel 
fire well enough if you are standing, 
but it is a bad plan to lie flat under 
this kind of fire, as you increase the 


area of your “horizontal projection” 
on the ground. 

These and a thousand other things 
we learned at La Valbonne, from 
comrades who had been through the 
bill. 

Legion a Varied Bunch. 

In an incredibly short time we 
picked up sufficient army French 
to be able to exchange amenities 
with our fellows; and a varied bunch 
we found them. 

There was the old Legionaire, vet- 
eran of Morocco, Algeria, Madagas- 
car, Tonquin, China and other cam- 
paigns, his breast covered with serv- 
ice medals and his face bleared with 
alcohoL 

There was the ex-officer from oth- 
er continental armies, who, for con- 
duct unbecoming a gentleman, had 
been discharged and enlisted in the 
Foreign Legion to seek death. 

There was the canny Spaniard, 
who had a business in the French- 
African possessions and was serving 
his term in order to be eligible for 
French citizenship. 

There was the criminal, who took 
refuge in the Legion in order to es- 
cape the penalty of his crimes. 

There was the wild boy put there 
by his parents to be steadied. 

The enthusiast, who enlisted to 
serve France and humanity, was in 
the minority, but he existed all right, 
and was in hard luck, because hia 
story was not believed by his fel- 
lows. Iundreds of times I have 
been confidentially approached by 
comrades, who tried to draw out of 
me some fantastic reason for my 
enlisting. 

We all knew the reputation of the 
Legion at first, and were distrustful! 
of our fellows. Later we got to 


(know each other and friendships 
'sprung up which wil! be enduring. 


Camp La Valbonne shelters with- 
in its myriad of clumsy squat bar- 
tents 
some 10,000 soldiers. Half of these 
are veterans, clad in worn “hori- 


zon-blue” uniforms that tell the 
' story of weary months in the trench- 
| es, from the fatigue of which their 
| wearers are resting before returning 
|to the firing line. The remainder, 
| recruits in tell-tale blue and red, 
work 10 hours each day trying to 
learn the manual of arms. But 
| their hardest job is to lose their 
‘sense of individual identity, which 
each soldier must perforce merge 
into the “grande ensemble” of the

From among the smartest appear- | 


| ing and most willing soldiers, the 
. chief of battalion picks a dozen each

‘corporal. In ordinary times these 
men go through a course of instruc- 
tion which lasts six months, but the 
exigencies of war and the gaps which 
the German snipers make in the 
‘ranks of noncommissioned officers 
| have increased the demand for cor- 
'porals, and, in order to increase the 
| supply proportionately, it has been 
‘found necessary to shorten the 
'eourse to 60 days. Into this short 
‘time must be crowded, not only the 
‘tactical instruction provided by the 
‘army regulations, but also the innu- 
| merable practical lessons which 
trench war has taught. 

The corporal is the hardest worked 
man in the army. It is he who must 
see that the men comply with or- 
ders. He is ever in direct contact 
with the rank and file, shares their 
dangers and hardships and personal- 
ly leads them and proves io them 
‘that certain seemingly impossible 
| things can be accomplished. 'fe must 
'serve as their model physically, as 
/well as morally; he must be able to 
| naaell his 30 miles carrying the 70- 
| pound equipment on his back; and, 
| when the day is done aud the pri- 
ywates are at liberty to enjoy a well- 
|earned rest, he must superintend the 
| bivouacking and the kitchen.

It was on a Friday night that the 
Lieutenant informed us we were to 
leave for the front on the following 
Tuesday morning, and offered us 
each a 24-hour ‘permission’ that we 
might bid farewell to our families 
and friends.

absent for the day. It seemed hard 
that the best man in the squad 
should lose the opportunity of see- 
ing his mother before going to face 
the German bullets. 

The Lieutenant thought it over. 
Such unimportant details as the 
countersigning of permissions are 
usually attended to by the Com- 
mandant without even bothering to 
glance at the names of the permis- 
sionaires. The Lieutenant decided 
to take a chance, and handed Mou- 
vet a 48-hour permission. 


On the following morning, Mou- 
vet’s application for permission was 
placed on the Commandant’s desk 
together with dozens of similar slips. 

The Commandant was in an in- 
fernal humor. The morning’s mail 
had brought him an unofficial noti- 
fication to the effect that he was 
about to be placed on the retired list, 
and, despite the fact his birth certifi- 
cate accused him of being 65 years 
old, he felt strong enough to out- 
live and outfight ‘all those dandies 
in the War Office.” 

He cast his eyes on the applica- 
tions for leave. Here were young 
men, some of whom had never smelt 
powder, asking for a few days’ rest 
from service, when he, after 45 years, 
only desired to be left in harness, 

“IT will grant no permissions to- 
day,” he roared at the Adjutant who, 
blotter in hand, stood beside him. 
‘These volunteers will never be sol- 
diers. My old Legionaires had no 
need of more than Sundays to get 
drunk in. They were not a senti- 
mental lot like the men of today.” 

The Lieutenant paled when he 
heard of the Commandants’ action. 
He had exceeded his authority and 
had rendered himself liable to the 
loss of his commission. He could 
only hope the Commandant would 
not discover his fault. 

Self Sacrificing Reply. 

Mouvet’s absence would not have 
reached the Commandant’s ears had 
not a telegram arrived for him. As 
usual, it passed through the office, 
where it was given to an orderly to 
be delivered to him. The orderly 
returned and reported that Mouvet 
could not be found. The Command- 
ant, ever a stickler for discipline, 
decided to investigate. 

Sunday night the Lieutenant and 
Mouvet were summoned to the Com- 
mandant’s quarters.

Had it hap- 
pened at the front the penalty would 
have been death, but at La Valbonne 
we were only liable to a sentence of 
five to 10 years at hard labor. 


To make matters worse, one of our 
opponents claimed he had been 
stabbed, showing a profusely bleed- 
ing wound on his under lip in sub- 
stantiation. The Adjutant, also a 
Swiss, who held the preliminary ex- 
amination, confiscated our knives and 
wiped the blades on a cigarette paper 
in search of clues. Alas, a sticky 
red stain appeared on the paper 
when my knife was wiped on it. 
Things looked bad for me fora 
couple of days, until the chemical 
analysis, which I had demanded, 
proved the supposed gore to be only 
strawberry jam from a can I had 
opened with my knife. The wound 
was later explained by the medical 
expert, who showed how the Swiss 
must have bitten through his own 
lip, when Casey taffped him on the 
jaw. 

For almost two months Casey and 
myself remained in the guard-house 
awaiting trial. In the meanwhile, 
we prepared our case, getting much 
publicity through our newspaper con- 
nections, for Casey, I might mention, 
is the well-known cartoonist, Jack 
Casey. Over a score of witnesses 
offered themseelves in our favor, 
despite the fact that not even a dozen 
persons saw the fight. This will give 
an idea of the unpopularity of non- 
coms in the army. 

In those days I was still credulous, 
so, when a comrade assured me I was 
entitled to a furlough of the same 
duration as the extra period I had 
put in, in prison, I believed him, and 
applied to my Captain for leave on 
those grounds. 


Victim of Joker. 


Eventually the military prosecutor 
decided to drop the case, as our ac- 
quittal was certain; but, as it would 
never do to give the right to a pri- 
vate against a superior, we were sum- 
marily sentenced to 20 days lockup 
for having, as was read out at roll 
call, “brutally beaten several Legion- 
aires.” Since we had already spent 
more than that time in our cells, we 
were immediately put at liberty. 

Thinking that I was trying to be 
fresh, the Captain gave me an addi- 
tional four-day sentence.

Hospital by the Sea. 


I stood, lost in the busy scene 
before me when, hearing K.’s voice, 
I turned to be introduced to Capt. 
R., tall, bright-eyed, immaculate and 
very much master. of himself and

These, the 
Colonel informed us, received pre- 
cisely the same treatment as our own 
wounded, even to tobacco and cigar- 
ettes. 

We followed our soft-voiced con- 
ductor through many other wards, 
where he showed us strange and 
wondrous devices in splints; he 
halted us by hanging beds of weird 
‘shape and cots that swung on pul- 
leys; he descanted on wounds to 
flesh and bone and brain, of lives 
shatched from the grip of death by 
the marvels of the up-to-date sur- 
gery, and as I listened to his pleasant 
voice I sensed much of the grim 
wonders he left.untold. We visited 
X-ray rooms and operating theater, 
against whose walls were glass cases 
filled with a multitudinous array of 
instruments for the saving of life, 
and here it. was I learned that in cer- 
tain cases a chisel, properly handled, 
was a far more delicate tool than the 
finest saw.

“A wonderful place,” said I fey 
the hundredth time, as we stepped, 
out upon a trim-green lawn, The 
Colonel-surgeon smiled.

NEW SYSTEM OF TEACHING 
TELEGRAPH IN ARMY SCHOOL 


Method of Recognizing Sounds of 
Buzzer Evolved by Man While 
Serving on Border. 

A new system of teaching teleg- 
raphy, which was evolved by Clar- 
ence H. Weiser while in service on 
the Mexican border, is being employed 
in the army telegraphers’ schools in 
St. Louis, of which Welser is in 
charge. The students are being 
trained for the Signal Corps of the 

army. 

At the first class, held Friday night 
at the Eugene Field School, it was 
stated that in one night's instruction 
men enrolled mastered more 
than one-third of the alphabet. 
Weiser predicts that in four months 
he will be able to teach 1000 men 
‘what it formerly required two or 
three years to learn. 

The chief factor of then wesystem 
is that the student is not taught the 
alphabet by sending the symbols, Dut 
by receiving them, thus learning’ to 
recognize each letter byits sound 
rather than by visualizing the dots 
and dashes which compose it. As a 
receiving instrument, the army uses 4 
buzzer instead of a device for record- 
ing the symbols, so that the operator 
must depend on his ear instead of his 
eye.

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THE CONSTITUTION 
BY CHARLES E. HUGHES 


. Centinued From Page. One, 


al. I think differently. I think the 
Conatitution invests its Commander 
in Chief with the la wof war in time 
of war. The most that can be said— 
is so much—is that slaves are prop- 
erty. Is there—has there ever been 
e—-any question that by law of war, 
property, both of enemies and 
friends, may be taken when needed? 
And is it not needed whenever tak- 
ing it helps us, or hurts the enemy? 
Armies, the world over, destroy the 
enemies’ property when they cannot 
vse it; and even destroy their own 
to keep it from the enemy.” 

It is also to be observed that the 
power exercised by the President in 
time of war is greatly augmented, 
outside of his functions as Com- 
mander in Chief, through legislation 
of Congress increasing his adminis- 
trative authority. War demands the 
highest degree of efficient organiza- 
tion and Congresswvin the nature of 
things cannot prescribe many im- 
portant details as it legislates for the 
purpose of meeting the exigencies of 
war. Never is adaptation of legis- 
lation to practical ends so urgently 
required, and hence Congress nat- 
urally in very large measure confers 
upon the President the authority to 
ascertain and determine various 
states of fact to which legislative 
measures are addressed. Further, 
a wide range of provisions relating 
to the organization of the army and 
navy which Congress might enact if 
to prescribe under the principles gov- 
erning the delegation of legislative 
power, and while they are of the ut- 
most importance when properly ap- 
plied, they are not such as to make 
the appropriate exercise of legisla- 
tive power impracticable.” The Leg- 
islature cannot delegate its power to 
make a law, but it can make a law 
to delegate a power to determine 
some fact or state of things upon 
which the law makes or intends to 
make, its own action depend. el? 
deny this would be to stop the 
wheels of Government. There are 
many things upon which wise and 
useful legislation must depend which 
cannot be known to the law making 
power, and must, therefore, be a 
subject of inquiry and determination 
outside of the halls of legislation.” 
Congress cannot be permitted to 
abandon to others its proper lIegis- 
lative functions; but in time of war 
when legislation must be adapted to 
many situations of the utmost com- 
plexity, which must be dealt with ef- 
fectively and properly, there is spe- 
cial need for flexibility and for every 
resource of practicability; and of 
course, whether the limits of per- 
missible delegation are in any case 
overstepped always remains a judi- 
cial question. We thus not only find 
these great war powers conferred 
upon the Congress and the President 
respectively, but also a vast increase 


of administrative authority through’ 
legislative action springing from the 
necessities of war. 
Other Provisions of the Constitution- 
Taxing Power. 
HE question remains: What may 
4% “be deemed to be the force and 
effect in time of war of tiie 
restrictive provisions contained in 
the Constitution with respect to the 
exercise of Federal authority? It is 
manifest, at once that the great or- 
gans of the national government 
retain and perform their functions 
tas the Constitution prescribes. Sena- 
tors and Representatives are quali- 
fied and chosen as provided in the 
Constitution and the legislative pow- 
er vested in Congress must be exer- 
cised in the required. manner. The 
President is still the constitutional 
executive, elected in the manner pro- 
vided and subject to the restraints 
imposed upon his office. The judicial! 
power of the United States continues 
to be vested in one Supreme Court 
and such ‘inferior courts as Congress 
has ordained. 

Again, apart from the provisions 
fixing the framework of the govern- 
ment, there are limitations which by 
reason of their express *terms or by 
necessary implication must be re- 
garded as applicable as well in war 
as in peace. Thus one of the ex- 
pressed objects of the power granted 
to Congress “to lay and collect taxes, 
duties, impostg and excises,” is to 
“provide for the common defense,” 
and it cannot be doubted that taxes 
laid for this purpose, that is, to sup- 
port the army and navy and to pro- 
vide the means for military opera- 
tions, must be laid subject to the 
constitutional restrictions. That is, all 
duties, imposts and excises must 
be uniform throughout the United 
States, and direct taxes must 
be apportioned among the 
states according to  popula- 
tion. And by the sixteenth 
amendment, providing that income 
rived, may be laid without apportion- 
river, may be laid without apportion- 
ment among the states, these taxes 
fall into the great class of excise du- 
ties and imposts, and are alike sub- 
ject to the rule requiring geograph- 
ical uniformity, a requirement oper- 
ative in war as well as in peace. 

The provisions as to treason are 
also clearly applicable in war: ‘‘Trea- 
s0n against the United States shall 
consist only in levying war against 
them or in adhering to their ene- 
mies, giving them aid and comfort;”’ 
and “the Congress shall have power 
to declare the punishment of trea- 
son, but no attainder of treason shall 
work corruption of: blood, or for- 
feiture, except during the life of 
the person attained.” 

Fifth and Sixth Amendments. 

UT what shall be said of the 

B efficacy in time of war of 
the great guarantees of per- 

sonal and property rights? It would 
be impossible on this occasion to dis- 
cuss comprehensively this important 
subject, or even to refer to all‘these 
guarantees, but we may briefly

viz.:-' “No person: shall be 
held to answer for a capital or other- 


‘wisé infamdus crime unless upon a 


presentment or indictment of a 
grand jury, except in cases arising in 
the Jand. or. naval ferces, or in the 
militia, when in actual service»in 
time of war or public danger; nor 
shall any person be subject for the 
same offense to be twice put in jeop- 
ardy of life or limb; nor shall he be. 
compelled in any criminal case to be 
a witness against himself, nor be de- 
prived of life, liberty or property 
without due process of law; nor 
Shall private property be taken for 
public use without just compensa- 
tion. 


“In all criminal prosecutions the 
accused shall enjoy the right to 
speedy and public trial by-an im- 
partial jury of the state and district 
wherein the crime shall have been 
committed, which district shall have 
been previously ascertained by law, 
and to be informed of the nature and 
cause of the accysation; to be con- 
fronted .with the witnesses aguinst 
him; to have compulsory process fo: 
obtaining witnesses in his favor, and 
to have the assistance of counsel for 
his defense.”’ 


Clearly these amendments, nor- 
mally and perfectly adapted to con- 
ditions of peace, do not have the 
same complete and universal appli- 
cation in time of war. Thus the fifth 
amendment normally gives its pro- 
tection to “any person.” But, in 
war, this must yield to the undoubt- 
ed national power to capture and 
confiscate the property of enemies. 
This was distinctly ruled by the Su- 
preme Court in Miller vs. U. 8S. (11 
Wall, 268), a proceeding brought un- 
der the confiscation acts of 1861 and 
1862 to confiscate shares of stock 
owned by Miller, a Virginian, in a 
Michigan corporation. The Court 
said, “If the act of 1861 and the 
fifth, sixth and seventh sections of 
the act of July 17, 1862, were mu- 
nicipal regulations only, there wouti 
be force to the objection that Con- 
gress has disregarded the restric- 
tions of the fifth and sixth amend- 
ment of the Constitution * ** If 
on the contrary they are an exercise 
of the war powers‘of the Govern- 
ment, it is clear they are not affect- 
ed by the restrictions imposed by 
the fifth and sixth amendments. This 
we understand to have been conced- 
ed in the argument. The question, 
therefore, is whether the action of 
Congress was a legitimate exercise 
of the war power. The Constitution 
confers upon Congress, expressly, 
power to declare war, grant letters 
of marque and reprisal and make 
rules respecting captures on. land 
and water. Upon the exercise of 
these.powers no restrictions are im+« 
posed. Of course, the power to de- 
clare war involves the power to 
prosecute it by all means and in any 
manner in which war may be legiti- 
mately prosecuted. It therefore In- 
cludes the right to seize and confis- 
cate all property of an enemy and 


touch upon the question in its rela-|to dispose of it at the will of the cap-

tor. This is, "and always has been, 
an undoubted belliger nt right.” 


GAIN, -in the place where actual ‘ 
military operations are being 
conducted, the ordinary rights 

of citizens must yield to paramount 
military necessity. This was con- 
ceded in Milligan’s case (4 Wall, p. 
127), where it was said in the pre- 
vailing opinion: 


“If, in foreign invasion or civil 
war, the courts are actually closed, 
and it is impossible to administer 
criminal justice according to law, 
then, on the theater of actual mili- 
tary operations, where war really 
prevails, there is a necessity to fur- 
nish a substitute for the civil author- 
ity, thus overthrown, to preserve tlie 
safety of the army and society; an@ 
as no power is left but the military, 
it is allowed to govern by martial 
rule until the laws can have their 
free course.” 


The different question, however, 
is presented with respect to the 
rights of citizens and others not ene- 
mies, in places which are outside the 
actual theater of war. It was upon 
the question of the power of Con- 
gress to provide for the trial of citi- 
zens by military commission in such 
places that the Justices sharply di- 
vided in the noted case of Milligan. 
He was a citizen of India who had 
been tried by a military commission 
at Indianapolis on a charge of aid- 
ing the enemy and conspiring against 
the Government, and had been sen- 
tenced to be hung. He was not a 
resident of one of the rebellious 
states, nor a prisoner of war, and 
he had not been in the military or 
naval service. The court was unani- 
mous in the opinion that under the 
terms of the act of Congress creating 
the commission it had no jurisdic- 
tion. But the majority of the court 
went further and declared that Con- 
gress was without power to provide 
for the trial of citizens by military 
commission save in the locality of 
actual war, and when there was no 
access to the courts. Maintaining 
with eloquent emphasis the guaran- 
tees of freedom contained in the 
fifth and sixth amendments, the ma- 


jority of the court asserted that 
“martial law cannot arise from a 
The necessity 
must be actual and present; the in- 
vasion real, such as effectually closes 
the courts and deposes the civil ad- 
ministration. * * * Martial rule 
can never exist where the courts 
are open and in the proper and un- 
obstructed exercise of their juris- 
diction. It is also confined to the lo- 
cality of the actual war.” The mi- 
nority of four Justices, led by Chief 
Justice Chase, while agreeing that 
there was no jurisdiction in Milli- 
gan’s case under the act of Congress, 
strongly insisted that Congress in 
time of war had the power to pro- 


vide for the punishment of citizens

the Constitution, the Chief Justice 
@pid: | 
“Where peace exists the laws of 
peace must prevail. What we do 
maintain is that when the nation is 
involved in war and some portions of 
the country are invaded and all are 
exposed to invasion, it is within the 
pewer of Congress to determine to 
what states or districts such great 
and imminent public danger exists 
as justified the authorization of mil- 
itary tribunals for the trial of crimes 
and offenses against the discipline 
or security of the ormy or against 
the publk& safety. * * * £=The 
fact that the Federal courts were 
open was regarded by Congress as a 
sufficient reason for not exercising 
the power; but that fact could nvt 
deprive Congress of the right to ex- 
ercise it. These courts might be open 
and undisturbed in the execution 
of their functions and yet wholly ir- 
competent to avoid threatened dan- 
ger or to punish with adequate 
promptitude and certainty the guilty 
conspirators. * * * In times of 
rebellion and civil war it may often 
kappen, indeed, that Judges ‘and 
Marshals will be in active sympathy 
with the rebels and courts their most 
efficient allies. * * .* It was for 
Congress to determine the question 
of expediency.” 

Prof. Willoughby, in a careful fre- 
view of the Milligan case, regards 
the doctrine of the majority as es- 
sentially sound, that the necessity 
justifying martial law may not be 
created by legislative fiat. But he 
suggests that the majority went too 
far in the absolute declaration that 
martial law cannot arise from “a 
threatened invasion, and that the 
mere fact that the courts are open, 
regardless of all other conditions is 
a conclusive test. “The better doc- 
trine,’”’ says Willoughby, “is not for 
the courts to attempt to determine 
in advance with respect to any one 
element what does, what does not, 
create a necessity for martial. law, 
but as in all other cases of the exer- 
cise of official authority, to test the 
legality of an act by its special cir- 
cumstances.” 

Certainly the test should not be a 
mere physical one, nor should sub- 
stance be sacrificed to form. The 
majority recognized ‘a necessity to 
furnish a substitute for the civil ai - 
thority’’ when overthrown, in order 
“to preserve the safety of the army 
and society.” If this necessity ac- 
tually exists it cannot be doubted 
that the power of the nation is ade- 
quate to meet it, but.the rights of 
the citizen may not be impaired by 
an arbitrary legislative declaration. 
Outside the actual theater of war, 
and if, in a true sense, the adminis- 
tration of justice remains unob- 
structed the rights of the citizens to 
normal judicial procedure is sure. 

Citizens’ Right of Property. 
URTHER, with respect to the 
F citizen’s right of property. a 
distinction may be taken be- 
tween the unavoidable deprivations 
which take place where the conflict 


‘for military purposes, which are de- 


liberate appropriations for which 
compensation must be made. As 
was said by the Supreme Court in 
U. 5S. vs. Russell (13 Wal, p. 263), 
private property, the Constitution 
provides, shall not be taken for pub- 
lic use without just compensation. 
* * * &§Extraordinary and unfore- 
seen occasions arise, beyond all 
doubt, in cases of extreme necessity 
in time of war or of immediate and 
impending public danger in which 
private property may be impressed 
into the public service, or may be 
seized or appropriated to the public 
use, Or may even be destroyed with- 
out the consent of the owner. * * * 
Where such an extraordinary and 
unforeseen emergency occurs in the 
public service in time of war no 
doubt is entertained that the power 
of the Government is ample to sup- 
ply for the moment the public wants 
in that way to the extent of imme- 
diate public exigency, but the pub- 
lic danger must be immediate, immi- 
nent and the emergency in the pub- 
lic service must be extreme and 
imperative and such as will not ad- 
mit of delay or a resort to any other 
source of supply. * * * Such a 
justification may be shown and when 
the rule is well settled that the of- 
ficer taking private property for such 
& purpose, if the emergency is fully 
proved, is not a trespasser, and that 
the Government is bound to make 
full compensation to the owner.” 


Reasonable Regulations to Insure 
Success in War. 

Distinct from such requisitions 
trom individuals is the necessary 
regulation of the use of property to 
secure the successful prosecution of 
the war. We are witnessing a new 
phase of the exercise of war powers. 
But the applicable principle to deter- 
mine the validity of such action is 
not new. Even in times of peace 
we are famillar with the principle of 
regulation which extends to callings 
“affected with,a public interest.” 
The Supreme Court, after reviewirfg 
the decisions, recently said: ‘They 
demonstrate that a business, by cir- 
cumstances and its ,nature, may rise 
from private to be a public concern, 
and be subject, in consequence, to 
governmental regulation. And they 
demonstrate * * * that the at- 
tempts made to place the right of 
public regulation in cases where it 
has been exerted of which we have 
given examples, upon the ground of 
special privilege conferred by the 
public on those affected, cannot be 
supported. The underlying principle 
is that business of certain kinds 
hold such a peculiar relation to the 
public interest that there is super- 
induced upon it the right of’ public 
regulation.—(German Alliance In- 
surance Co. vs. Kansas, 233 U. S., 
p. 411). 

HE extraordinary circumstances 
T of war may bring particular 
business ‘and enterprises clear- 

ly into the category of those which 
are affected with a public interest 
and which demand immediate and 
thoroughgoing public regulation.

foodstuffs, articles of prime neces- 
sity, those which have direct rela- 
tion to military efficiency, those 
which are absolutely required fer 
the support of the people during the 
stress of conflict, are plainly of this 
sort. Reasonable regulations to safe- 
guard the resources upon which we 
depend for military success must be 
regarded as being within the powers 
confided to Congress to enable it to 
prosecute a successful war. 

In the words of the Supreme 
Court: 

“It is well settled that the Consti- 
tution is not self-destructive. In 
other words, that the power which 
it confers on the one hand it does 
not immediately take away on the 
other.” (Billings vs. United States. 
902 (7) U. S. p. 282.) This was said 
in relation to the taxing power. Hav- 
ing been granted in express terms, 
the Court held it had not been taken 
away by the due process clause of 
the fifth amendment. As the S8u- 
preme Court put it In another case: 
“The Constitution does not conflict 
with itself by conferring upon the 
one hand a taxing power and taking 
the same power away on the other 
by the limitations of the due proc- 
ess clause.” (240 U. &S., p. 24.) 

Similarly, it may be said that the 
power has been expressly given to 
Congress to prosecute war, and to 
pass all laws which shall be neces- 
sary and proper for carrying that 
power into execution. That power 
explicitly conferred and essential to 
the safety of the nation is not de- 
stroyed or impaired by any later 
provision of the Constitution or by 
any one of the amendments. Thess 
may be construed so as to avoid mak- 
ing the Constitution self-destructive, 
so as to preserve the rights of the 
citizen from unwarrantable attack, 
while assuring beyond all hazard the 
common defense and the perpetuity 
of our liberties. These rest upon the 
preservation of the nation.

Blouses show almost half-and-half 
3B the combination of light and darh 
eel ind many of them are hand- 
led in contrasting colors. 
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Blouses are nearly double their fer- 
mer price this year. Five dollars 
is about the least one may be bought 
for, and the prices range from this 
up to $75 and $80. 

Blouses may contrast with the suit 
with which they are worn, or thev 
may match it, according to the de- 
sires of the wearer, and the great- 
est variety of colors apparent in any 
part of a woman’s dress this season 
is seen in the blouses. In fact, the 
color note of the costume, in most 
cases, is furnished in the separate 
blouse. Long sleeves are invariable 
in the best designs, but the neck may 
be either high or low, some of the 
blouses being fashioned for wear 
either way. 

Long Sleeves Popular. 

Afternoon frocks and dinner gowns 
also follow the long-sleeve trend, bu* 
are made, chiefly, with open necks, 
both V and square. They are of 
chiffons and Georgette crepes, heav- 
ily beaded in flower designs in the 
natural colors, and frequently are 
draped over a highly contrasting co!- 
ored underslip of the same matenial. 
Straight lines, with the normal waist, 
wide girdles and a tendency to con- 
tract towards the bottom of the 
skirt. are the distinctive features of 
the newest models. 

In evening gowns net continues to 
be the favorite material. Soft satin 
skirts~often have net draperies ana 
long “angel” sleeves of the most deli- 
cate tulle. Beading, gold and silver 
embroidery for the colored and white 
gowns, and jet for the «ll-black ones 
are the adornments used. Corsages 
of vari-colored ribbon flowers form 
a decoration on some of the high gir- 
dies of the evening gowns. 

In the evening gowns, as in every- 
thing else, this year, dark colors pre- 
vail, the most popular ones being 
taupe, beet root, browns in the wood 
shades, all the violet tones, crow and 
ink blues and black. Pink, ' light 
blue, corn color and bisque are used 
in-frocks for young girls, but for 
those past the debutante age sap- 
phire, fuschia red and the deeper 
rose shades are most liked. 

This is to be as much a fur season 
as the preceding one. Short haired 
furs for sets are to be most popular, 
though the long haired varieties are 
being greatly used as trimmings for 
the top coats, evening wraps and 
suits. Hudson Bay sable, mink, ko- 
linski, chinchilla, squirggi, mole and 
Hudson seal are the furs made into 
the muffs and collars, while all the 
fox furs, skunk, lynx, seal, natural 
muskrat and nutria, or beaver, are 
used chiefly for trimming. 

Designs in fur sets run rather to 
the quaint. Capes and coatees and 
a few long stoles are the favorite col- 
lar fashions. All are so large that 
they form a real wrap and can be 
worn comfortably with comparative- 
ly light-weight suits in severe weath- 
er. The muffs are, for the most part. 
small, and are round, canteen shaped 
and peanut shaped. The canteen is 
the favorite, while the peanut shape 
is shown only in the odd kinds of 
fur. 

Fur Coats to Be Worn. 

Fur coats are to be more worn 
than ever. They are from 48 to 50 
inches long, and have collar and 
cuffs of a contrasting fur. gMole, 
Hudson seal, nutria and natural 
muskrat are the kinds preferred for 
the coat proper. . 

The canteen muff and the trench 
coat—a long, straight, khaki-colored 
cloth garment, severely tailored—are 
the only military features of this 
fall's styles. 

Full length top coats form a very 
important part of the display of 
garments in all the large shops. They 
are in dark shades and of soft though 
warm fabrics, chiefly Bolivia, both 
plain and uncut, dovedelaine, glove- 
skin, and the staple of last year— 
velour. Their lines are. straight. 
Many show belts, and a few have 
bloused waists. \ 

One of the season’s novelties its 
the wide fur belt, buckled fn front, 
while another is the half fur and 
half cloth coat. 

Suits follow closely the lines of 
the topcoats, though they are more 
elab@rate in their styles and have 
fur used on the pockets, as buttons, 
and in other odd ways. Chiffon 
velvets, heavy velveteens and broad- 
cloths are being revived in some of 
the latest models. The ,prevailing 
materials for suits, however, are the 
same as those used in the topcoats, 
with kitten’s ear, Poiret twills and 
gabardines in addition. Skirts are 
two yards round and six to seven 
inches from the floor. Suit coats 
are short, medium and knee-length. 

The novelty in cloth this season is 
the silvertone. It may be in any 
color, but it has an occasional white 
hair standing up something like the 
old-fashioned camelshair, and is 
very popular for suits and topcoats. 

Satin Dresses for Street. 

The plain tailored suits will be 
worn most for the fall and early 
winter, the local merchants say, 
while the fur-trimmed ones will come 
into their own about Thankagiving 
time. 

Important among the street gar- 
ments for early fall wear are the 
serge and satin dresses. Despite its 
scarcity gnd costliness serge is more 
in demand for dresses than it ever 
has been. Every woman must have 
at least one such frock, say the 
style dictators, and two or three are 
not too many for a well stocked 
wardrobe for this season. The 
serges come in simple Gesigns of 
lichtweight material and are in navy, 
ink blue and black. A very few 
taupes and tete-de-negre browns are 
seen also. Most of the models 
brought to St. Louis have decora- 
tions in hand embroidery in conven- 
tional designs or simple beading, 
done in the dull shades of red, yel- 


‘low, brown and blue, and they have 


both serge and satin sleeves, accord- 

ing to the desire of the wearer. 
The satin frocks are extremly good 

for wear this month and next, and 


black is the preferred color for them, | 


These dresses, like the serges, are 
simple in their lines, with long, rath- 
er tight sleeves, and may:be either 
high or low at the throat. They fre- 
quently are decorated with “‘dan- 
gles,” balls of satin or beads, which 
terminate all points, edge the outer 
side of the cuffs and take the place 
ot buttons. 

All street dresses are from six to 
eight inches from the ground, the 
longer length being preferred at pres- 
ent; and most of them are two yards 
around the bottom, showing the gen- 
eral tendency towards a narrowing 
of the width of the skirts this season. 

Hats to Be Conservative. 

Hats follow conservative lines 
much more than the gowns and 
suits. if that is possible. Few French 
models have been brought here this 
season, and these, as well as the 
American designs, show comparative- 
ly few novelties. Soft, draped crowns, 
known to the trade as the bag crown, 
are the newest note, while velvet is 
the material almost universally used 
for both hatandtrimming. Feather 
bands, a few wings and other feather 
ornaments and hand-worked worsted 
flowers, are the principal trimmings. 
A little more height, though notiing 
extreme, is seen in the fall hats. 
Shapes are both small and large. If 
large, they are decidedly so, and there 
are few straight-line sailors. Black, 
taupe and all the greys seem to be 
the best colors. Fur is used as trim- 
ming on this year’s hats, but not to 
néarly so large an extent as last 
year. One distinct novelty in the 
way of trimming is the big velvet 
bow like the ‘velvet of which the hat 
is made. This is tied in a variety of 
ways and sizes, and is used both in 

he back and the front of the nat. 
he original design is a Georgette 

model, one of the few French nats 

brought to St. Louis this fall. 

As to shoes, gloves and smaller ac- 
cessories, there 1s little to add to the 
news of last season, except in the 
matter of price, and that has 
climbed to an amazing altitude. 
Shoes for street wear are high and 
laced, though there are a few good 
styles in the buttoned boot. They are 
in dark colors and black, and have 
both cloth and buckskin tops. Styles 
in pumps are very little changed in 
the last six months. 

Neckwear modes are matters of 
the moment, and little novelties are 
being shown that will have a short- 
lived popularity, but a great one 
while they last. 

Sweaters Still Popular. 


There is no doubt that all out- 
door sports will be as popular this 
winter as they havevbeen in the last 
two or three years, and the fashions 
are following this popularity. The 
new golf and tennis suits are mar- 
vels of comfort and smartness. En- 
glish heathers and the soft Jersey 
wools and knit velours are being 
shown in sport coats and skirts, the 
colors being golden brown, green, 
Oxford, stone blue and carrot yel- 
low. Suede leather is a popular ma- 
terial for top eoats for motorists. 

Riding promises to be more popu- 
lar than usual this fall and some of 
the shops are specializing in riding 
clothes, made_of English coverts, 
Scotch tweeds, cheviots and home- 
spuns. The coats of these habits 
are long, straight and close-fitting, 
and the breeches are reinforced at 
the knees with suede leather instead 
of the usual “patch” of cloth. Rid- 
ing boots are ruling puttees alto- 
gether out of the running for the 
present season, and the round, soft 
velour hat has taken the place of 


the stiff riding hat formerly pre- | 


ferred. 

Sweaters of every kind and color 
continue to be popular, despite the 
cry that the Red Cross and the Navy 
League are making for a conserva- 
tion of wool to provide for the 
wants of the seldiers and sailors. 
All the smart shops are showing 
Sweaters of the most expensivé type, 
ranging in price from $15 to $65, 
and suitable for every kind of sport 
wear. A prediction that needing 
the wool for the fighting men of 
this country and its allies will bring 
a preference for silk and fiber sweat- 
ers is being made by local merchants, 
but at present-the wool sweater is the 
one most wanted by St. Louis women. 


PLANS TO LEND $150,000,000 
TO MEXICO ARE WORKED OUT 


Details Said to Provide,Ample Se- 
curity and Include Refunding of 
National Debt, * 


NEW YORK, Sept. 8.—With the re- 
turn here today of Dr. Alfred 
Caturegli, financial agent for the 
Mexican Government in the United 


States and T. W. Osterheld, repre- 
senting Iselin & Co., bankers 
for the Mexican Government, from 
Mexico City, it was learned that pre- 
liminary negotiations looking to a 
loan of 300,000,000 pesos, or approx- 
imately $150,000,000 to Mexico by 
New York bankers are nearing con- 
summation. 

Dr. Caturegli said that he was not 
authorized to discuss the matter at 
this time other than to say that pros- 
pects for the loan looked favorable. 

It is understood, however, that the 
plans whereby the loan may. be se- 
cured and the money so placed that 
the financial system of Mexico can be 
rapidly habilitated have been worked 
out. These details are said to pro- 
vide ample security for the loan and 
are understood to include a refund- 
ing of the national debt, a reduction 
of*the capital of the Mexican national 
railways and a mobilization of the 
oil industry. It also is planned, to 
place in the hands of Mexican banks 
sufficient sums to enable them to 
care for the floating currency of the 
country and to estatlish exchange 
relations with foreign banks. 

Mexico now is coining twenty 
million pesos in gold.

PROCLAMATION TOMORROW 
ON POLISH .CONSTITUTION 


Michaclix and Czernin Agreed on Pro- 
visional Government, Says Berlin 
Vossiche-Zeitung. 

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 8.—A proclam- 
ation will be issued probably on Mon- 
day next by the German and Austrian 
Emperors embodying the agreement 
regarding the Polish Constitution 
reached by Chancellor Michaelis and 
Count Czernin, the Austro-Hungarian 
Foreign Minister, according to the 
Berlin Vossische Zeiteng. 

At first, the forecast of the proc- 
lamation states, there will be a pro- 
visional Government comprising a 
regency and a council of three mem- 
bers which will select a minister- 
president. Later the formation of a 
Cabinet will be proposed and if this 
is constituted orders will be issued 
for the election of a Reichstag.

Training Will Be Continued Until 
Commander Gives Word to 
Hit the Line. 


BY THOMAS MARVIN JOHNSON. 
A Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE. Sept. 7.—With the de- 
parture of the famous Alpine chaus- 


seurs for the trenches another div- 
ision of French line infantry is due 
at the American camp to continue 
training Gen. Pershing’s contingen:. 
While they have made rapid progress 
the Americans are not yet  post- 
graduates in trench warfare. Gen. 
Pershing will take no chances with 
his men, 
of the American army, when they 
hit the German line. 

At the farewell to the chausseur:, 
for whom the American entertained 
a real affection, there were impres- 
sive scenes in all the villages where 
the men have been living side by 
side. 

The Blues paraded with bande 
playing and flags flying. At a. fac- 
fare of trumpets the whole division 
presented arms, a farewell honor ic 
the American army drawn up oppos- 
ite. The Americans in their turn pre- 
sented arms. 

When the ranks were broken the 
individual leave takings, which were 
many, were affecting. 

“Tell the Germans we are right 

behind you,’’ was the burden of the 
Yankee farewell. 
- One soldier hailing from New En- 
gland insisted on a French comrade 
taking with him an American Spring- 
field rifle with a stock of cartridges, 
saying: “Just drop this card on 
Fritz for me, marked U. S. A., and 
tell him there’s a lot more where 
that came from.’”’ ‘ 

The Frenchman promised to sen‘l 
back the rifle with notches on the 
butt. 

Americans Treasure Gifts. 

Many Americans are. treasuring 
dark blue tam o’shanters, the gift 
of their poilu comrades. 

In two months the chausseurs have 
taught the Americans the first points 
of trench warfare. They agree that 
they never had better or more apt 
pupils. The French troops declarel 
their greatest ambition is to be at 
the side of Americans in battle. 

The troops of the two nations not 
only worked, but lived together in 
the same villages and in the same 
billets. In this intimate daily con- 
tact th: Yankees learned many 
things of value, notwithstanding the 
handicap of language. The diiffi- 
culty of tongue, however, gradually 
diminished as the Americans ac- 
quired French and the poilus En- 
glish. This accommodation, eked 
out with signs, made progress rapid. 
The mutual understanding long ago 
reached the stage of story swapping. 

The Americans hope when they get 
into the trenches, to find themselves 
besides the ‘blue devils, who 
marched away with the admiration 
and best wishes of every American 

The people at home will soon have 
the privilege of seeing movies of the 
boys in France throwing bombs an 
liquid fire, going into the gas cham 
ber and learning many other ad- 
vanced branches of modern warfare. 

The photographer has just sent tu 
America an extensive set of the of- 
ficial war pictures. The views in- 
clude the recent review of the Amer- 
icans by Gen. Petain. Tomorrow a 
photographer of wide reputation in 
the United States, is teaving on a 
tour of the whole line of communi- 
cations behind the American front, 
including supply lines, aviation 
grounds and various bases which 
have been described recently in this 
correspondence. 

Pictures to Be Shown in U. S 

The pictures he takes should reach 
the United States in about three 
weeks. They will be shown all over 
the country, so that Americans .at 
home will be able to see their own 
aviators flying and how the boys are 
housed, clothed and fed. 

With the advent of the British, the 
American troops are now taking five- 
mile cross country runs, and arrange- 
ments are being made for football 
games, tugs of war and daily boxing, 
strong rivalry having developed 
among companies, battalions and 
regiments. This is all part of the 
program adopted by the. British. Its 
chief exponent is a British Major 
who has arrived in camp to teach 
physical training as it is practiced in 
the British army, and to give the fin- 
ishing touches to the training of the 
new officers, as they arrive from the 
training camps in the United States. 

“We make the physical training a 
sporting proposition and promote 
rivalty among the organizations,’’ the 
Major explained. 

The American officers showed hin 
the game of football as it is played in 
the United States, and they won an 
enthusiastic convert. It is now plan- 
ned to make the most of the fine, 
brisk football weather which in 
France, comes earlier than in the 
United States. The athletic training 
is to work the Americans down t»% 
the pink of fighting condition. 

The same Major is an expert 
teacher of the bayonet. In the course 
of instructions he uses regular 
trenches equipped with the mechanr- 
ical dummies. The British officer 
has been putting the men over the 
bumps and already the course is wel! 
started. American officers are in the 
school digging trenches and doing 
bayonet work just as the enlisted 
men. .The Major has delivered on” 
lecture, which will be repeated § to 
another group next week.

E. L. Mott of St. Louis Tells of 
Reception of American 
Engineers in London. 


Extracts from letters written from 
England by Edwin L. Mott of Com- 
pany E, Twelfth VU. 8S. Engineers, 
now in France, were furnished to the 
Post-Dispatch by his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. R. L. Mott of 5551A Etzel 
avenue. 

In the first letter, written soon 
after his arrival in England, Mott 
described the English towns and 
countryside, and said: “The girls 
over here have rosy cheeks, but are 
not as good looking as our girls. 

“You don’t see any men here that 
are not in uniforms, except the boys 
and old men; you also see men that 
have been to the front and are in 
eare of the hospital; they wear a 
blue uniform. The Tommies wear a 
uniform of the same color as ours, 
bat’ much better material and neater 
looking. The English officers are 
regular sports. They all carry canes 
and the small boys imitate them by 
carrying canes, too. Some of our 
men are doing the same. 

“The food here is fine. The bread 
is made of cornmeal and flour, -it is 
heavy, but tastes good. It was great 
to get some of real food after the 
stuff we had on the ship. We are 
sleeping in Sibley tents, eight men 
to the tent. They are round and 
just large enough for eight and no 
more. We didn’t get to bed last 
night until 12:30, or rather, 11:30, as 
we set our watches an hour ahead 
on account of the daylight saving 
plan. We are just now seven hours 
ahead of St. Louis time. We are get- 
ting up when you are going to bed. 
The floor of the tent is covered with 
boards and makes pretty hard sleep- 
ing. The American Y. M. C. A.-have 
these large tents here; one is the re- 
freshment tent, fitted with tables, an- 
other with chairs and a piano, the 
other as a reading and writing room; 
they are all decorated with flowers 
and flags. The British army has a 
canteen here, too. Things are cer- 
tainly high, soda water 4% pence, or 
9 cents 4 bottle; cigarettes, 12 pence, 
or 24 cents a package. They said all 
luxuries were very heavily taxed. 
Most of the men are thinking of quit- 
ting tobacco. I only smoke about 
three times a day, thinking it would 


.. make me feel better. 


“I saw only a few automobiles and 
one Ford. We see lots of aeroplanes. 
I just came in from watching them. 
The sky at night is all lighted up 
with searchlights looking for war 
planes and dirigibles. 

Our breakfast this morning con- 
sisted of friend nam, bread and tea. 
They don’t butcher their hogs the 
same as we do, that is, they leave 
the hams and shoulders on the sides, 
and they don’t cure it like we fo. 
They raise lots of sheep. We saw 
any number of them as we were 
coming threugh on the train. One 
of the boys said it made him sick to 
look at them, as it reminded him of 
the mutton on board the ship. We 
also saw lots of cattle—had_. beef 
stew last night. They crew rations

Letter was censored here; seemed 
to refer to coming over of another 
expedition that had some trouble, 
ds the letter goes on to say—‘‘but 
they arrived safe and have been 
here about’ three weeks. We didn’t 
have any such excitement, I[ am 
glad to say.”’ 

In another ‘letter, telling of the 
engineers’ parade in London, before 
the King and Queen, Mott wrote: 

“We marched to. London and 
were reviewed by the King and 
Queen. This was going some, as we 
were only drilled a month at Can.p 
Gaillard (St. Louis). I got a good 
look at them. We saw the Houses 
of Parliament, Trafalgar Square, 
Piccadilly, etc. 
thick as they are on Veiled Prophe: 
night; it was wonderful. We got 
such greetings as ‘Hello, Sammy’ 
‘Hurrah for the Americans,” ‘Hur- 
rah for Old Glory.’ The people went 
wild over us. There was ds many 
American flags as British. 

“We had to march six miles to the 
train at 4:30 this a. m. in the rain. 
Our total march was about 12 miles. 
When we got off the train. we 
marched to where they have the 
Scotch guards quartered agd had a 
feed of ham and eggs. Gee, bit it 
was good. After marching through 
the city and around the home of the 
American Ambassador and Bucking- 
ham Palace, we went to a park called 
Green Square and there had another 
lunch of pork pie, ginger beer, a 
cooky and a piece of chocolate can- 
dy. They certainly treated us royal- 
ly. The street cars here are all dou- 
ble-deckers and run on a third rail, 
no trolley. Girl conductors are on 
all the street cars here, also girls run 
ambulances and motor trucks. We 
saw lots of wounded soldiers. The 
nurses are all good-looking, and if 
I get hurt I don’t think it would be 
at all bad to have them nurse me. 

“When we were marching at at- 
tention we were thinking about what 
we were doing, and the people ofied 
to us, ‘Don’t look so serious; cheer 
up.” When they allowed us to fall 
into route step we were able to shout 
back and wave at them. 

“They took moving pictures of us 
as we passed the King. Watch the 
movies for it. 

“Our Captain told-us we were the 
first foreign regiment to march 
through London since 1066, almost 
nine centuries ago. Our regiment 
headed the column. There was (cen- 
sored) in the parade an English 
band and Scottish Highlanders with 
their bagpipes led us about. Every- 
body was tired, but glad they were 
there.

GERMAN FARMERS OPPOSE 
STATE CONTROL OF POTATOES 


Urbanites on Contrary Insist Gov- 
ernment Continue to Seize 
the Entire Supply. 

COPENHAGEN, Sept. 8.—German 
farmers are proclaiming an aban- 
donment of compulsory administra- 
tion of the potato crop and of maxi- 
mum prices and the return to the 
system of commercial supply and de- 
mand as a sole - panacea to insure the 
necessary supply for human con- 
sumption. Urbanites on the contrary 
maintained that unless the Govern- 
ment persists in its determination to 
seize all potatoes the profitable pig 
and steer will get most of them, as in 
no year during the war has there 
been such an incentive to use pota- 
toes for fodder as in this year of the 
very unfavorable fodder harvest, and 


prices impossible for the poor. Vor- 
waerts demands an immediate in- 
crease in the potato ration to 190 
pounds weekly at a reduction in the 
price and declares that it is impos- 
sible to work and sustain life on the 
proposed ration of 5% pounds of 
potatoes, 1950 grams of bread, 250 
grams of meat and 80 grams of fat. 
Vorwaerts points out that this year 
the scanty harvest of oats and bar- 
ley will not permit of a supplemen- 
tary ration of oatmeal and grits by 
which alone the paepie tided over 
last spring. 


MORE SOLDIERS IN ENGLISH 
CLASSES THAN IN FRENCH 


Foreigners in Army Accept Oppor- 
tunity to Learn Their Adopt- 
ed Language. 

LAWRENCE,. Kan., Sept. 8.— 
Glasses in elementary English are 
m®re popular with the soldiers at 
Camp Funston than are French 
classes. This !s the report of Prof. 
M. C. Elmer and Prof. H. G. Ingham, 
who are in charge of the extension 
work of the University of Kansas 
and who have started French and 
English classes among the troops. 

All soldiers in the camp are given 

an opportunity to enroll in elasses 
and so far the University has been 
able to furnish enough instructors in 
co-operation with the Y. M. C. A. to 
care for all who care. to study. Sol- 
diers of French birth are volunteer- 
ing to teach Frénch. 
The soldiers interested in English 
classes are those of foreign birth and 
those American-born persons whol 
have had little opportunity to get an 
education. They welcome the op- 
portunity to learn English while in 
the army. In French classes more 
than 250 soldiers are enrolled. 

The University of Kahsas will ex- 
tend its servives to the men in the 
national army who will mobilize at 
Camp Funston. Instructors from 
the university will visit the classes 


once or twice a week to help camp 
instructors.

President Establishes Unit for Stu- 
' dents te Become Officers. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Sept. 8.—Pxesident 
Wilson has established at the. Uni- 
versity of Missouri an infantry unit 


of the senior division of the Reserve | 


Officers’ Training Corps, according to 
an announcement of the War Depart- 
ment. Upon completion of _ ad- 
vanced work at the university, stu- 
dents will be eligible for appoyt- 
ment in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
and as temporary Second Lieutenants 
in the regular army. The men will 
be furnished uniforms by the Govern- 
ment in addition to equipment al- 
ready provided. Officers of the corps 
will get an: allowance of $9 a mofth. 

The establishment of the Training 
Corps here was Immade possible by the 
recent appointmerm of Capt. W. M. 
Craigie of the regular army as pro- 
fessor of military science and tactics.

STATE UNIVERSITY 
TO HELP TRAIN MIEN 
AS ARMY OFFICERS 


Capt. Wallace Craigie, U. S. A., 
to Be in Charge of Military 
Work.

Those Showing Special Ability 
Will Get Final Lessons 


in Camps.

With the appointment of Capt. 
Wallace Craigie of the United States 
Army as professor of military science 
and tactics at the University of Mis- 
souri, plans are under way for the 
Missouri institution to do its full 
share jin military training under the 
provisions of the national defense 
act of June 3, 1916, which virtually 
empowers the President to utilize the 
universities and colleges of the coun- 
try as a vast training school for the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

Capt. Craigie, who has been sta- 
tioned in St. Louis this summer as 
assistant to Maj. George W. Goode, 
in charge of the army recruiting of- 
fice at Third und Olive streets, yes- 
terday explained to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter some of the provisions of 
the new law for military training in 
the schools for higher education. As 
a result of this law and of the natior 
being at war, it is expected that the 
proportion of young men students 
enrolling this fall for military train- 
ing will be much greater than ever 
before, and it is certain that the na- 
ture of the training will be much 
more thorough, as it may lead di- 
rectly into the commissioned branch 
of the army. 

1000 Students Expected. 

Fully 100C young men are expect- 
ed to enroll for the course at Mis- 
souri University, Capt. Craigie has 
been informed by Dr. A. Ross Hill, 
president of the university. Scho»! 
will open at the university Sept. 17, 
and Capt. Craigie expects to go. tp» 
Columbia within the next few days 
to begin the organization cf the 
course of instruction. 

Capt. Craigie pointed out that the 
national defense act authorized the 
President to establish at all large 
colleges and universities a sesior di- 
vision of the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
where a full course of instruction is 
to be given by a regular army officer 
with not less than five years’ experi- 
ence in the commissioned _ grade. 
President Wilson recently designated 
the University of Missouri as one of 
the schools for the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. 

Training to Be Less Intensive. 

“This undertaking,’’ Capt. Craigie 
explained, ‘‘may be likened to the Df- 
ficers’ Reserve training camps maii- 
tained by the Government this sum- 
mer. except that the training will be 
spread out in connection with the 
other studies of the young men. The 
exact course of instruction has not 
been announced, but I expect it will 
be along the same lines as at the 
training camps. It will not be nearly 
so intensive. Instead of giving all 
their time to military science and 
tactics as the training camp students 
do, the university students will have 
this work only as one of several 
studies. 

“The time devoted to military ir- 
struction must average not less than 
three hours a2 week during the aca- 
demic year. After two years, those 
students recommended by the pro- 
fessor of military science and tactics 
and who are willing to sign an agree- 
ment to continue the course to its 
completion will be selected for more 
intensive training, after which they 
may become candidates for commis- 
sions. 

Kinal Course in Camp. ' 

“The law wrovides that the final 
training may be in one of the Gov- 
ernment training camps. The Gov- 
ernment will provide sustenance aft- 
er the first two years for those taking 
the course who agree to accept a 
commission.’ 

It is expected that this law, after 
a few years, will provide steady in- 
crements of highly trained young 
officers for the reserve corps. Schools 
and colleges not qualified for the 
senior division of the reserve corps 
‘nay be designated for the junior di- 
vision, which includes the prelim- 
inary training given at the schools 
of higher grade. 

Capt. Craigie believes the plan will 
be a success. He is a cavalry officer 
and has had 18 year# in the com- 
missioned service. He was stationed 
in St. Louis once previous to this 
summer, having served as aid-de- 
camp on the staff of Major-General 
George M. Randall, commanding the 
then Northern Division of the army, 
with headquarters in St. Louis, in 
1905.

THREE BRITISH SHIPS SUNK | 
WITH LOSS OF THREE LIVES 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, Sept. 8.—The 
British steamship Delphic, a vessel of 


8273 tons of'the White Star Line, has 
been ‘sunk by a German submarine, 
“according to word received here to- 
day. The sinking occurred Aug. 15, 
the advices stated, some distance off 
the Irish coast, while the vessel was 
under convoy. The crew was saved. 


Advices from the same source re- 
ported the British ship Middlesex, 
formerly Known as the Knight 
Bachelor, a vessel of 7264 gross tons, 
likewise under convoy, had been sunk 
about the same time as was the Del- 
phic. The Middlesex was built in 


1914 at Glasgow and was owned by 
the Federal Steam Navigation Co. of 
London.

Leader) in St. Louis.

and straightforward with their ad- 
vertising, but the use of comparative 
prices—that is, undertaking to state 
the original value of an article which 
is offered at special sale—opens 
many loopholes for misunderstanding 
and dissatisfaction. That is its weak- 
ness, and it is true also that it re- 
sults in occasional misrepresenta- 
tion by employes. 

“The growth of the Grand-Leader’s 
business in the last year has been the 
greatest in its history. While this 
has been due to a variety of causes, 
we sincerely believe that increased 
confidence in our store on the part of 
the public because of our elimination 
of comparative prices has contributed 
importantly to the gain.” 

Employes’ Interests Looked After. 

A supplementary factor in business 
success, and a highly important one 
in making good service to the public 
possible, in the opinion of the pro- 
prietors of the Grand-Leader, is satis- 
fied employes. In recognition of this 
factor the Grand-Leader now main- 
tains these institutions: A country 
club on a high bluff overlooking the 
Meramec River near Fern Glen, Mo., 
where five buildings were erected at 
a cost of $40,000, of which every em- 
ploye of the Grand-Leader is a mem- 
ber without dues, and which is said 
to be operated at an annual loss to 
the firm of $10,000; an employes’ 
savings bank, which pays interest at 
the rate of 5 per cent; rest and recre- 
ation rooms; lunchrooms, in which 
food is sold to employes at less than 
cost; a choral club; a beneficial aid 
society, through which, by the pay- 
ment of a nominal sum, an employe 
may obtain free medical attention, 
temporary care in an emergency hos- 
pital, salary for a certain length of 
time if unable to work. A burial 
fund also is provided for. The store 
also employs a welfare secretary and 
an educational director for employes. 

The principal officers of the firm 
are three of its foundérs. They are 
Aaron Fuller, president; Julius A. 
Baer, vice president, and Sigmund 
Baer, secretary and treasurer. The 
fourth founder, Charles A. Stix, died 
a year ago. He was president of the 
firm at his death. Three sons of 
the three surviving founders have 
been taken into the firm, all being 
members of the board of directors, 
and as rapidly as possible they are 
taking over the responsibility of con- 
ducting the business. They are Sid- 
ney R. Baer, son of Sigmund Baer; 
Arthur Baer, son of Julius Baer, and 
Leo C. Fuller, son of Aaron Fuller. 
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would buy a paper of pins and $15,- 
000 is the price of the most expen- 
sive set of furs in stock. Both are 
classified by store under the general 
head of wearing apparel. Other de- 
partments show as great range in 
the character of the articles handled, 
though none so great a spread in 
prices. 

Supplies are kept up through pur- 
chasing agencies maintained not only 
in several American cities, but also 
in the mercantile centers of Europe 
and the Orient. 

The Grand-Leader is credited with 
having one of the most efficient 
store organizations in the United 
States. Its system frequently has 
been studied and used as a model by 
large establishments in other cities. 

Every institution which has been 
successful has developed more or 
less settled guiding principles for the 
conduct of its business. Let Sidney R. 
Baer speak as the representative o? 
Stix, Baer and Fuller in this re- 
gard. There follows a fair summary 
of his discussion of this subject with 
a reporter for the Post-Dispatch. 

Public Is Well Served. 

“The foundation stone upon which 
this business has been constructed to 
its present proportions,” he _ said, 
“and which has been handed down 
to we of the younger generation to 
continue to build upon, is the prin- 
ciple of serving the public. We 
younger members of the firm have 
been taught and have come to under- 
stand that it is better to serve than 
to sell. 

“Formerly the merchant merely 
sold goods; that is to say, with little 
or no study of the conditions sur- 
rounding the sale or consideration of 
its effect upon the purchaser. The 
modern method, our method at least, 
is first to endeavor to buy goods 
which will meet the real wants and 
needs of the people, and after that 
to try to avoid selling to any 
customer an unsuitable piece of 
goods or one with which there later 
might be dissatisfaction. 

“Today's sales are of small mo- 
ment. We must look to the future, 
and for future business we must de- 
pend upon the satisfaction which our 
goods give to the people today.” 


Rule of the Store. 

As an example of how the firm 
endeavors to impress this principle 
upon the personne! of the store, Mr. 
Baer directed attention to the fol- 
lowing framed rule, which is con- 
stantly before all employes: 

OUR RULE. 

In the daily routine of business 
many things arise not covered by 
the “Rules and Regulations” 
which it is necessary for us to 
decide upon. 

For helpful aid in such cases 
remember one thing: This es- 
tablishment does not conduct its 
business by clever tricks or cun- 
ningness. Be open, truthful 
and honest, above all. Make 
your decision by moans of the 
simple law of right and wrong 
—and that is all we expect of 
our people. 

Turning to other factors than the 
principle of serving the public which 
are regarded as having been chiefly 
responsible for the success of the 
Stix, Baer & Fuller business, Mr. 
Baer said: 

“In our estimation there are three 
chief factors in the success of a mer- 
chandising business — merchandise, 
advertising and service—a trinity in 
which it is hard to put one above 
the other, although we rank service 
first. It is necessary, before any- 
thing else, to obtain suitable mer- 
chandise. Having obtained it, the 
next requisite is to acquaint the pe®- 
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lic with the fact through advertising, 
and having brought them to. the 
store through ddvertising, it is essen- 
tial to do everything possible to re- 
tain them as customers through the 
sort of service which will make them 
satisfied with their purchases.” 

L. Blumenstock, sales manager for 
the Stix, Baer & Fuller Co., who has 
helped it to celebrate 15 previous an- 
niversaries, entered the discussion at 
this point with a remark on\ the sub- 
ject of advertising. 

“IT do not put undue stress upon 
advertising; it is not everything; but 
it is of the highest importance. It 
could no more be dispensed with 
by a mercantile establishment than 
merchandise and service could be 
dispensed with. The three are inter- 
dependent. 


“Another way in which advertising 
sometimes has appealed to me is that 
it is to a merchandise store what a 
newspaper istoacity. A big depart- 
ment store really is a little city in 
itself. Advertising is the news of 
what is going on in our little city. It 
is the tongue of business, service and 
merchandise its brains and body.” 

Comparative Price Advertising. 


Mr. Blumenstock commented upon 
an article on the advertising situation 
in St. Louis published recently in the 
New York Tribune. Its author was 
Samuel Hopkins Adams. While as « 
whole it was uncomplimentary to St. 
Louis, it commended the Grand- 
Leader for having eliminated com- 
parative price advertising last Oc- 
tober. | 

“We appreciate the 
ment from Mr. Adams,” said Mr. 
Blumenstock, “but w hile we have 
discarded what is known as com- 
parative price advertising for 
ourselves, I do not accept his indict- 
ment of its use. His attempt was to 
show that such advertising is delib- | 
erately misrepresentative. This is 
not true where reliable firms are con-

Action of Ahearn Denounced, 

‘We present an indictment against 
his private secretary, Maurice 
Ahearn, for being a conspirator in 
the riot, in that he ordered the police 
force of East St. Louis, and the mill- 
tia, to destroy the cameras of per- 
sons attempting to take photographs 
of the rioting, thus preventing mov- 
ing picture machines from taking 
pictures of the rioting mobs, and 
thus destroying evidence which 
would have been so valuable to the 
grand jury in ascertaining more of 
the real offenders. 

“No man gave greater aid to the 
rioters, and assured them more 
safety from prosecution, than did 
Maurice Ahearn when he ordered 
that the photographers be denied 
their free rights to take pictures of 
the scenes of the rioting, and ordered 
that their cameras be’ destroyed. 

“We have hopes that out of the 
results of our efforts, East St. Louis 
will be a safe city to live in; that the 
property owners will be safe from 
the fire-brand of the incendiary; and 
that the great industries of East St.

WASHINGTON Sept. 8.—Tonight 
whisky manufacture 
ceased in the United States under 
provisions of the food control law 
and the millions of bushels of grain 
heretofore used in making that form 
of drink will be diverted to food. Im- 
portation of whisky stopped at the 
same time. 

Just how much grain will be added 
to the food supplies as a result is not 
determinable but experts say that 
about 100,000,000 bushels were used 
by the distilleries each year, of which 


about 40,000,000 bushels were used 
Hers} 


in whisky manufacturer Dist 
may continue manufacturing alcohol 
for commercial purposes and many 
of them have arranged for this work, 
others turning their distilleries into 
manufacturing plants for yeast, 
vinegar and by-products. 

Stocks of whisky in the country 
undoubtedly are larger than they 
ever have been. Distillers have been 
working at utmost capacity and. im- 
ports have been larger than ever. 
Officiald’ estimate the quantity of 
whisky in bonded warehouses to be 
about 190,000,000 gallons. Stocks 
not in bond will bring the quantity 
on hand in the country up te about 
230,000,000 gallons. The annual pro- 
duction of whisky has been about 


/ 116,000,000 gallons. 


The class of distilleries which 
were put out of business was com- 
posed almost wholly of small plants. 
operated by from one man to half 
a dozen men, located in California, 
Ohio and New Jersey and producing 
brandy from grapes, apples and 
peaches. These preduced approxi- 
mately 2,000,000 gallons a year. 

Stopping whisky manufacture, in- 
stead of curtailing the Government's 
revenues, will increase them for the 
next two vears, officlals believe 
Coupled with the operation of the 
pending revenue bill, the withdrawal 
of whisky from the stock already ac- 
cumulated will probably treble the 
revenues within the next 12 months, 


$1.10 and the revenue bill contem- 
plates a tax of $3.20 a gallon. Upon 
commercial alcohol, with the excep- 
tion of alcohol for denaturization, 
the revenue bill would Impose a. tax 
of $2.20, doubling the present in- 
come from this source.

In the opinion of some officials 
whisky will be selling at $15 a gallon 
within 12 months, affording distillers 
enormous profits which will more 
than compensate for the loss of capi- 
tal invested in plants.

pers of Central Empires. 

BERLIN, Sept. 7.—Via London, 
Sept 8-—The semi-official North 
German Gazette today devotes a full 
page to a parallel reproduction of 
the original and German texts of 
President Wilson's reply to the

BERLIN, Via London, Sept. 8.— 
In thanking the Eighth German 
Army for the capture of Riga, Em- 
peror William, in an address to the 
victorious troops at Riga on Thurs- 
day, declared that such victories in- 
crease the prospects that the end of 
the war will come soon. The Em- 
peror, according to an official state- 
ment, spoke as follows: 

“Riga is free. When this news 
ran through all the districts of Ger- 
many, a sorm of jubilation and en- 
thusiasm arose everywhere in the 
fatheriand, and in the foremost 
trenches in the enemy country. 

“This town, founded by the spirit 
of the old German Hanseatic League, 
with a German history, and which 
always has endeavored to maintain 
its German origin, has gone through 
heavy times. By the German army, 
in which is incorporated all the 
German tribes, this town again is 
liberated from long oppression. 


Victory Sooner Than Expected. 

“The operation, which by the 
command of the German supreme 
army commander and under the di- 
rection of Prince Leopold of Bavaria, 
was begun and undertaken with con- 
fidence in the efficiency of the 
troops which in over three years 
of war so brilliantly have stood the 
test, has been carried through by all 
arms more quickly and more ener- 
getically than was expected and was 
a surprise to the enemy. A crush- 
ing blow hit him and so he lost his 
bridgehead. 

‘‘The liberation of Riga is the deed 
of the Eighth Army, and its well- 
tried commander. It again has 
proved that our steel-hard will te

Failure, Promoter States 


Joseph A. Murphy, After Reciting Story of Losses, Hints at Re- 
vival to Be Held Here Next Year — Bookies Asked to Help 
Out, Track Gossip Says. 


Three thousand hard-eyed, unresponsive mourners saw Joe 
‘<betless’’ horse racing meet pass out, yesterday at Maxwelton, 
viving a bitter ten-day fight for existence. There was no pomp 


glamor about the last rites. 
' Although it was the last day of the) 
meeting—perchance the final view St. 


spectacle—neither a cheer nor a 
handclapp was heard as Lady Rowena 
wallowed home, a muddy, sloppy win- 
ner in the sixth race. Men and wom- 
ey wended their way silently through 
the exits, bookmakers pocketed their 
pads and pencils, and officials, after 
a last look at the water-logged track, 
plodded stolidly into the clubhouse, 
there to talk it over. 

There was just a thin streak of op- 
timism in the spectrum of gloom and 
it emanated from Joe.Murphy, presid- 
ing judge and chief promoter of the 
meeting. After it was all over and 
the dripping jockeys had shelved theip 
saddles, Murphy said: 

“Meeting a Failure’—Murphy. 

“The meeting, frankly, has been a 
financial failure. How badly I can- 
not say. But what we have lost in 
money we have made. up for by at 
least reviving the game. I will read- 
ily admit that promoting a race meet- 
ing is too big 2 job for one man. I, 
feel under the circumstances thag I 
have succeeded beyond my hopes. : 

“With a better track and improved 
facilities, I believe St. Louis will sup- 
port racing and by that I mean the 
better kind. 

“IT am now working to combine 
Chicago, Detroit and St. Louis into a 
unit and use it as a basis for reviv- 
ing racing generally in the West. My 
plan is for each to have its own 
jockey club and when these are 
formed to merge them and organize 
a Western governing body. I also 
hope that legalized racing with con- 
sequent control by the State is not 
far away. 


Would Ban Liquor. 


“Viewing this meeting 4s I have 
watched it, I can find but one serious 
fault. Unfortunately, when I leased 
Maxwelton. Park, I acquired control 
only of the track and grandstand. | 
had nothing to say about the grounds. 
if I had, I would never have tolerated 
the open selling of liquor. That was 
a serious mistake, but it won't oc- 
cur again.” 

Murphy's statement indicates a 
plan to stage another meeting here 
next spring. although he would not 
adimit that such was his idea. 

It was reported at the track, yes- 
terday, that the bookmakers who “cut 
in’ yesterday were asked to contrib- 
ute $50 each and that the same sum 
had been asked Friday. Prior to that 
date the bookies operating had con- 
tributed $37.50 daily toward helping 
out the meeting. Two or three book- 
makers are said to have admitted to 
close friends that they had contrib- 
uted, 

The races. including those of yes- 
terday, have been featured by upsets, 
long shots heavily played going over 
in many instances, while favorites 
have had only indifferent success. 
The track has been in poor shape 
during the entire 10 days. On at 
least four days it was deep in mud 
and even when dry, its surface is 
made up of large “clods” of dirt, 
making it exceedingly rough and 
perilous on the sharp, turns. 


Killing on Athletic Girl. 


The “Lest thing” at long odds which 
cashed at the meeting was probably 
Athletic Girl, who-~on the second .day 
went over at 10 to 1 and repeated on 
the sixth lay at 9 to 2. On the first 
occasion she was not so heavily 
backed, but the second time she car-

Parents who 
live in cities and who send a boy 
or girl out into the country for the 
summer often find that in two 
months the child has learned miore 
and grown more than in any other 
two months of his life, and from no 
source has he learned more than 
from animals.

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CORN MARKET HIGHER 
ON FEAR OF FROST) 


Futures Gain 2'4c to 3%c on 
the Week’s Trading—Oats 
Also Firm, 


Virtual disappearance of wheat as 
a Merchants’ Exchange commodity 
made last week a memorable ore in 
exchange annals. The Federal Gov- 
ernment took forma! charge of all 
wheat transactions at the outset of 
Monday, and thereafter unvarying 
Government prices were the rule so 
far as wheat was concerned. As 
compared with a week ago, curn quo- 
tations showed a gain of S%c to 2%e 
net, and oats were up 2c to 2%*c. 

Smoothness which characterized 
the transfer of wheat business in the 
Government resulted in some degree 
from the fact that receipts were only 
sufficient here and elsewhere to meet 
current milling requirements. In any 
event, however, the merchandising 
of wheat arriving here no longer 
took place on the exchange, but, ex- 
cept temporarily in the case of mil- 
lers, was ordered to consist of send- 
ing the wheat into a licensed eleva- 
_tor and receiving in lieu of the ware- 
house receipt a Government check for 
cash in payment. 

It, was said the demand for flour 
showed a material increase now that 
the value of wheat had been put on 
a* stable basis—namely , $2.20 a 
bushel, if equal to Number one 
Northern grade, or correspondingly 
‘ess, according to quality. The slow- 
ness of the movement of supplies was 
said to be largely due to country 
dealers’ -unfamiliaraity with the 
Government grades. 

Corn Market Strong. 

Unseasonably cold weather stim- 
ulated the upward tendency of the 
corn market. Opinfon was almost 
unanimous that the plant was not 
making the progress it should to es- 
cape the likelihood of severe damage 
from frost. 

At one time, however, depression in 
the New York stock market had a 
decided though transient bearish ef- 
fect on corn. 

Oats showed independent firmness 
on account of fear that wet weather 
meant serious hindrance to thresh- 
ing. Receipts were comparatively 
small with the seaboard alert to buy 
at any advantageous chance.

Virtually the entire fortune of the late Henry M. Flagler 
has become the sole property of a 20-year-old ~ 
bride, the niece of his second wife, who said: of 
her: “She is one of the few women among the 
many women I know who is capable of making 
great wealth do the most good”—The romance 
of the Flagler millions and how he himself 
trusted a woman to administer them sensibly 


SHALL leave her my: fortune—she has a wealth of common 
sense.” - 9 

So declared the late Mrs. Robert Worth Bingham (remarried 
widow of the railroad Croesus, Henry M. Flagler) in speaking of 
her 20-year-old niece, who has just been confirmed as the heir 
to the bulk of a fortune not far short of seventy millions. 

This young girl is without doubt one of the richest women on 
earth of her years. Few women of whom there is any record have wielded 
such wealth and power at 20. The domain over which she will hold sway 
is extra-queenly and only in the record of women who rose to thrones from 
the scullery is there-a comparable advance in fortune. 

About 70 years ago a youth in an upstate New York town, one of those 
drowsy places which call occasional attention to themselves by their un- 
palatable Indian names, decided, entirely after the manner of rustic boys, 
to ge out West and get rich. This one did it. He worked in general stores, 
then as a grain and commission merchant, soon as a small capitalist, next 
as a Standard Oil man and finally as a railroad and empire builder. His name 
was Henry M. Flagler. The public will long remember him as builder of 


the Florida East Coast Railway, the man who built a road across the sea to ° 


‘Havana. Otherwise the chief popular interest in this gentleman must rest 
on the fact that he began with nothing and concluded his life with $70,- 
000,000. 

This is the first chapter of the romance. 

To trace out the complete causation it is necessary to recollect that in 
middle life Henry M. Flagler married a Philadelphia woman, afterwards 
known as, Mrs. Ida M. Flagler. They lived together in ap- 


parent contentment, as Flagler’s millions mounted, but the 


heir who was to have the family wealth did not appear and 
it became a matter of comment in later years that this fact 
had been a bitter disappointment to the rail master. In 
the late 90s Mrs. Ida Flagler began to show signs of mental 
unbalance, and shortly afterwards she was committed to 
the care of Dr. Carlos MacDonald and placed in his sani- 
tarium near White Plains. That was in 1897. 

In 1901 an apparently innocent measure was introduced 
into the Legislature of the State of Florida. It provided, 
sensibly enough, that diyorce might be granted a person 
whose husband or wife was incurably insane and had been 
in that condition for not less than four years. There can be 
little question as to the merit of such a law as a progressive 
divorce statute, even though most states have so far failed 
to consider it. The Florida Legislature passed the bill after 
the usual delays and venal jockeying for participation in the 
profits, for it was understood at Tallahassee that there wag 
spoils in the bill. What this moneyed backing was did-not appear until some 
time after the gubernatorial signature had been affixed. 

Then a divorce petition disclosed the purpose. Henry M. Flagler, virtual 
master of Florida, appeared as complainant and asked that he be freed from 
Mrs. Ida M. Flagler on the ground that she was and had been for more than 
four years incurably insane.

Last year the engagement of this fortunate girl’s fairy aunt was an- 
nounced in New York. Soon afterward she was married to Judge Robert 
Worth Bingham of Lexington and Louisville, Ky.

Escape From Four British 


In a continuation of his diary, Lieutenant 
Aust, of the famous German com- 
merce raider, tells how the Karls- 
ruhe engaged the British cruiser 
Bristol at night and then, knowing 
that other English warships were in 
the vicinity, left her adversary far 
behind in a contest of speed—He re- 
lates also how the raider, running 
low on coal, dared to put into a port 


for a fresh supply -3- -i- 
jutant of the Karlsruhe, began in last Sun- 


3 day's Post-Dispatch Magazine. It is a detailed 
record of the operations of the raider from the out 
break of the war until it was mysteriously destroyed 
a few months later. 

In the first installment, Lieutenant Aust told of con- 
veying former President Huerta of Mexico and his fam- 
ily to Kingston, Jamaica on the German cruiser Dres- 
den, which then proceeded to Port Au Prince, Haiti, 
where Lieutenant Aust and his chief, Captain Koehler, 
were transferred to the Karlsruhe. When the news 
that Germany and England were at war was received 
the Karlsruhe was cruising in the vicinity of Havana 
and immediately started on her career as a commerce 
destroyer. 

The first event of the war, so far as the Karlsruhe 
was concerned, was the stopping of an Italian steamer, 
which was allowed to proceed. Then the cruiser got in- 
to wireless communication with the steamer Kronprinz 
Wilheim, which Captain Koehler determined to fit out 
as an auriliary, and arrangements were made for @ 
rendezvous. The diary continues from that point. 


HE war diary of Lieutenant Aust, who was ad- 


e ap 


6 AUGUST. At daylight, about 7 o’clock, we sighted 
a steamer dead ahead on course opposite to ours. As we 
could not make her out and, as the radio communication 
showed that an English cruiser was not far away, we 
went to ‘‘general quarters.” 

Soon thereafter the steamer turned to starboard and 
showed us her broadside. We immediately recognized 
her as the speedy liner “‘Kronprinz Wilhelm.” The 
“KARLSRUHE” headed for her, stopping on her star- 
board side. Our Captain went over in a cutter in order to 
give his orders to her Captain. 

About a quarter of an hour later he came back and then 
brought our ship alongside the steamer’s port side, head- 
ing S.S. E. In this way the cruiser was amply protected 
from the wind and wave by the steamer. Even so, the 
vessels worked very heavily and would not have lived 
through it had we not used the wood and rope fenders 
which we had prepared for this purpose on the preceding 
day. 

The work of shifting over the guns and 
ammunition began at once. Also the un- 
necessary boats, motor launches and gig 
were sent over to the ‘“‘Kronprinz Wil- 
helm.” Every means was employed to 
hurry the work. The bands played on 
each ship and caused the men’s spirits to 
rise, resulting in many remarks being ex- 
changed from ship to ship. The lookouts, 
however, were doubled on each ship. 

In the middle of these proceedings the 
lookout in the foretop reported, about 
10:15, a smoke cloud to S. by W. Soon 
two masts, then three smokepipes and 
then the high bridge of the vessel could 
be distinctly seen against the clear back- 
ground. It was patent to all of us that 
this was the well-known silhouette, of a 
cruiser of the “Suffolk” type, and we 
ruessed she was the “BERWICK;”’ that is, 
the officers guessed that because she was 
the most likely one to appear; the men 
thought so because she was to them the best known of 
all the ships of that class. 

According to the English press we learned later on that 
she was the “SUFFOLK.” We had mistaken the Ad- 
miral’s flag for a top flag and were pleased because we 
thought she had decorated herself preparatory to battle. 

The enemy cruiser then headed about N. E. She did 
not seem to see us until after her bridge was well above 
the horizon. And then, for the first time, she turned 
toward us. 

As soon as the Captain recognized the vessel as an en- 
emy, he stopped the work on both our ships. Officers and 
men that were to exchange ships quickly jumped aboard. 
The lines were cast off. The “KARLSRUHE” went astern 
-at full power, “Kronprinz WilNelm” ahead, and the ships 
drew apart to the strains of the bands, ours playing “The 
Watch on the Rhein” and theirs “Deutschland, Deutsch- 
land. Ueber Alles,” and amid thundering cheers of the 
‘crews. “The “Kronprinz Wilhelm” was towing our mo- 
tor boats and the Captain’s gig astern, and these soon 
found their watery graves. 

Then, for the second time that day, the “KARLS- 
RUHE” went to “general quarters.” The “Kronprinz 
Wilhelm” proceeded on a N. N. E. course, the “KARLS- 
RUHE” ona N. by W. course, and soon each disappeared 
over the horizon. 

We had just enough time to convert the “Kronprinz 
Wilhelm” into an auxiliary cruiser. At the last min- 
ute our navigator, Lieut. Thierfelder, took command of 
the latest acquisition to the Imperial German Navy, ac- 
companied by the best wishes of all of us. 

The “KARLSRUHB” received three officers of the re- 
serve, Lieutenant of Reserves Frese, who took over 
Thierfelder’s duties, and Ensigns of Reserves Hentchel 
and Eyring. In addition, the steamer transferred some 
stores to us. 
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“The Krouprinz turned her broadside toward us. The Captain went over in the cut- 
ter to give her Captain orders.” 


The Englishman took up the pursuit ef the “KARLS- 
RUHE,” which was fine for the ‘“Kronprinz Wilhelm,” 
as it gave her time to complete her fitting out, mounting 
of guns, etc. 

According to the aforementioned newspaper article, 
the English Admiral thought he had interrupted us while 
coaling from the liner, and so he had caught us short 
of fuel. 

The “KARLSRUHE” was making 21 knots. The speed 
of the enemy was estimated at not over 19 Knots. She 
seemed to be losing rapidly. We could still see her smoke 
clouds, which, like ours, rose vertically, until 4 p. m. 

All hands on the “KARLSRUHE” were in great glee. 
We were pleased that we-had been able to finish the 
work of fitting out the auxiliary cruiser. We were not 
very happy, however, to have to run from the enemy. 
But everybody thoroughly understood how useless it 
would have been to have engaged the enemy, heavily 
overpowering us in everything but speed. We all knew 
that our task was a far different one, namely the de- 
struction of enemy commerce, and we had just reached 
the point where we could begin our operations. This 
would cause much more discomfort to our pursuer. 

All the officers, except those on duty at other places, 
gathered on the bridge. The cook brought up a basket 
of apples and oranges that we had received from the 
“Kronprinz Wilhelm.” We all pitched in and ate our 
fill of the fruits which we had been denied for so long. 

When she left Kiel the “KARLSRUHE” shipped two 
Chinamen for laundry work. When war broke out they 
clamored incessantly; they would soon be shot to pieces, 
therefore they begged the Captain to put them ashore as 
soon as possible. On this day we discovered that they 
were missing. They had taken the opportunity to ship 
aboard the great and therefore more trustworthy steam-

er that mounted no “boom-booms,” as they called our 
guns. The poor devils had jumped from the frying pan 
into the fire. I wondered what they thought when they 
finally saw that the steamer, instead of 12-10.5 cm. guns, 
mounted 2-8.8 cm. guns’ 

Meantime the “KARLSRUHE” decreased speed and 
proceeded to the northward. 

At 7:40 p. m. the alarm was sounded. For the third 
time in one day the men manned the guns. 

A totally darkened ship appeared on the port beam. 
The range was about 6000 meters. In the moonlight we 
could make out the silhouette of a long, low vessel, with 
at least three smokepipes. We immediately remembered 
the small English cruiser “BRISTOL,” our friend of 
Puerto Mexico. 

The enemy soon opened fire, which we answered im- 
mediately. For about an hour the two ships steamed 
parallel courses. Each wished to get forward of the 
other's beam. This finally resulted in a speed of 25 
knots. 

At first the enemy managed to keep up the speed, but 
after 8 o'clock she fell behind. Her fire grew weaker 
and finally ceased entirely. Then the “BRISTOL” was 


engulfed in our heavy, impenetrable smoke clouds, s0 
that we also had to cease firing. 

There was no special advantage in continuing a fight 
through the night, so the Captain decided not to fire any 
longer. A night engagement, even in calm, clear weather, 
is always full of uncertainties and the result may not 
depend on the same factors that decide a day battle. 
Furthermore, we knew that the two armored cruisers, 
“LANCASTER” and “ESSEX,” were to the northward 
of us, while to the southward were the “SUFFOLK,” our 
pursuer, and the “BERWICK.” It was a dead sure thing 
that the “SUFFOLK” had, that forenoon, endeavored to 
set all the other cruisers on our trail. Therefore we tried 
our best to jam his radiograms. Our position amid the 
enemy cruisers would soon be given away by these radios. 
We could therefore assume that one or more of the 
armored cruisers would sooner or later appear on the 
scene of battle. Then our fate would have been sealed 
after only two days of warfare and before we had actually 
been able to accomplish our main mission. 

Therefore, the Captain decided to break off the fight, 
and, at all costs, to save the ship for commerce destruc- 
tion. 

During the short fight the “KARLSRUHE” was not hit, 
even though the enemy salvos landed close both forward 
and abaft the ship. We were not certain whether the 
enemy was hit or not. 

The chase and the high speed during the fight had re- 
duced our fuel supply to such a point that the Captain 
decided to run to some neutral harbor and coal ship. It 
was not wise to select one of the North American ports 
because of the risk of having another pursuit by one 
of the northerly armored cruisers, especially if one of 
these managed to get between us and the coast. 

During the fight we steered a northeasterly course. 
About 10 o'clock the Captain brought the ship about and 

headed for Porto Rico. We hoped our 
change of course would not be noted by 
the enemy, because we did it under the 
concealment of our smoke clouds and the 
heavy smoke mist that hung close to the 
water. We saw no more of the enemy 
that night. We did not know whether 
she was following us or not. Speed was 
gradually reduced to 16 knots. 

The Captain and a majority of the offi- 
cers remained on the bridge. The crew 
slept at their gun stations. 


7 AUGUST. There was every expecta- 
tion Of our being engaged the following 
morning. Before daylight all the officers 
gathered on the bridge when the Captain 
took the precaution to send the crew to 
“general quarters.” Quartermasters were 
sent to augment the usual lookouts. We 
were all at high tension, wondering in 
which direction the first smoke cloud 
would appear. It grew lighter and lighter, 
while the tension increased. 

When it finally became light and the blood-red sun 
ball shone over the quiet surface of the ocean there were 
still some glasses searching the clear, sharp line of the 
horizon. Nobody could believe it; there was nothing to 
be seen of the enemy. In spite of the moonlight and 
the calm night, she did not see us come about. 

The English seem to make peculiar entries of the 
weather conditions in their navy records. In the English 
account of the engagement the night was recorded as 
“pitch dark”’ and the sea as “heavy”?! 

The crew was relieved from ‘general quarters” and 
the speed gradually reduced to 12 knots during the day. 
We had to be economical with our fuel if we hoped to 
reach Porto Rico. At 12 knots we consumed the least 
amount of coal. 

But we were destined to have another scare this day. 
The radio officer reported to the Captain that the radio 
signals of an English man-o’-war were increasing in 
Strength. About 7 a. m. this became so strong that we 
estimated that an English cruiser was close at hand 
and converging on our course. 

The next hours were very critical ones for the 
“KARLSRUHE.” We could not take many chances with 
our rapidly disappearing coal supply. The speed must 
not be increased, as the coal consumption would in- 
crease with each knot. 

We estimated that the unseen enemy must be one of 
the “Suffolk” type of armored cruisers. Excepting the 
“BRISTOL” there were no other ships than armored 
cruisers in the West Indian waters. The English press 
reports confirmed our opinions. According to these ree 
ports this vessel could have been none other than the 
“BERWICK,” which was returning from her unsuccess 
ful pursuit of the “Kronprinz Wilhelm.” 

Had the armored cruiser come in sight and had we ene

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deavored to escape by increasing speed, we 
would have faced the probability of having to 
,burn our last ton of coal at sea. On the con- 
, Wary,, had we, chosen to fight, ithe result of , | 
such an unequal battle would never have been 
in doubt. In either case, we would have reacbded 
the end of our string before we really had be- 
gun. All in all, the second choice seemed to 
offer the best results. We could then at least 
hope to do as much damage as possible to the 
enemy. 

Abut 10 o'clock the unseen foe ‘yelled’ the 
loudest. Then she gradually grew quiet. She 
bad passed us under the horizon. 


We had left some anxious moments behind 
us. Waiting for the end without being able 
to do anything, without being able to properly 
defend ourselves, was not a feeling calculated * 
to raise the spirits. But each one kept his 
thoughts to himself. We will always remember 
the bearing of our Captain during these hours, 
probably the worst hours for him in the entire 
war. What was in the mind of this man who 
outwardly appeared so calm that he raised the 
spirits of all who came near him? He had not 
left the bridge since the fight and was only 
persuaded to give himself up to a few hours’ 
sleep in a cane chair that had been brought 
up on the bridge for him. In this way days 
and weeks of greatest physical and mental 
strain were passed through. And in spite of it 
all his confidence carried him through. 

8 AUGUST. This day the crew did the hard- 
é€st and most strenuous work since the war be-. 
gan. They worked in two watches in the bunk- 
ers trimming the coal down toward the boilers. 
Because of the terrible heat they stripped until 
almost naked and, when their hours of rest 
arrived, they lay like Moors on the decks under 
the awnings that had been spread to protect 
them from the sun's rays. 

Our only real protection these days was the 
Watchfulness of our lookouts. 


SAN JUAN DE PORTO RICO. 

9 AUGUST. At daylight the “KARLSRUHE” 
came into the harbor of San Juan de Porto 
Rico. It was Sunday. Everything ashore was 
deadly quiet. Soon, however, the town woke 
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up. In spite of the early hour a crowd gath- 
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out the Captain of the coast defense vessel, 
“Jacob von. Heemskerk,” who was also 4 Com- 
modore. He was a small,'nervg@us mah, ho 
Spoke German flenti¥. In spite bf his{friendly 
attfiude’ we could not help but/notice*that his 
careworn face showed signs of much anxiety. 

He came in accordance with the Governor's 
orders and promised us coal, but also warned 
us of the possibility of their receiving a report 
most any minute announcing the declaration of 
war between Holland and Germany. The Gov- 
ernor did not know exactly what attitude to as- 
sume. For several days he had received no 
orders from his Government. The cables were 
English and French and for several days the 
press had been spreading all sorts of war ru- 
mors of English-French origin, which he, of 
course, did not believe. 


The Dutchman was pleased with our friendly 
attitude and the “KARLSRUHE” proceeded on 
into the inner harbor. 

Wilemstad is so clean and European that we 
would have thought we were back in Holland 
had it not been for the many negroes. 

In the middle of this picture of peace, undis- 
turbed even by the presence of the old forts, we 
presently came on a picture of war. In the 
inner harbor, on either side of the narrow en- 
trance, lay the two coast defense vessels, “Jacob 
von Heemskerk” and “Kortenaer” (an old 
friend from Mexico), all stripped and cleared 
for action. Thée muzzles of their guns were 
trained on the entrance and pointing directly 
at us, as if we were poor sinners being brought 
back to trial. 

The “KARLSRUHE” went alongside’ the 
wharf of Maduro & Sons, chief of this company 
being the Austrian Consul. As soon as we had 
secured the Captains of the two coast defense 
vessels came aboard. Capt. Van der Wal, com- 
manding the ‘‘Kortenaer,” was well known to 
Commander Koehler and to me from the Mex- 
ican disturbances. He and his countrymen had 
received many favors from the Captain of the 
“DRESDEN” at that time. He immediately 
greeted us with undisguised pleasure. They 
came at the Governor's direction, to tell us that 
there was no objection to our taking coal. They 
allowed us 1200 tons. The Captain later on told 
us that they had asked him to give his promise 


ered at the landing place and along the beach “Even with the best binoculars we failed to sight a ship. to intern the ship in case the declaration of war 


As we learned later, the reports of our fight 
had already been received. And, for the first time, we 
became acquainted with the English lies. All newspapers 
had reported a victory for the English. The “KARLS- 
RUHE” had been heavily damaged and then surrendered. 
The “captured” vessel had been towed to Kingston. The 
report was, of course, believed, just like everything that 
England and France report is accepted as holy gospel 
in America. An American reporter who came aboard 
with an old American General a. D. soon after our ar- 
rival declared very decidedly that we were not the 
“KARLSRUHE,” because she had been “captured,” but, 
of course, we evidently did not know that; instead we 
were the “STRASSBURG” and had merely changed our 
name! I hope he still remains in ignorance. The press 
also brought the report that the “GOEBEN” and “BRES- 
LAU” had been ‘‘captured” in the Mediterranean. But 
we hoped that they had suffered the same “fate” that 
we had. 

At the beginning of the war the word “captured” played 
a most remarkable role in the English foreign press. 
Several German Generals, more often the Crown Prince, 
untold soldiers, usually whole divisions and corps, were 
“captured” daily. It was lucky for us that we learned 
the meaning of this word so early in the war. And 
£0 we knew that it simply represented pleasant wishes 
and that it could not be interpreted literally. By and 
by even this word was used less frequently. 

The old General assured us of his pro-German sympa- 
thies. He had been in Germany many years ago and, 
for this reason, spoke very feelingly. I was inclined to 
believe him when, on his hearing the name “Koehler,” 
he recalled the incidents of April of this year at Tampico, 
Mexico. At that time our Captain had taken 900 Amer- 
{can citizens, mostly women and children, under the pro- 
tection of the German flag, saving them from the vio- 
lence of the Mexican mobs, while the American cruisers 
steamed downstream and out into the roadsteads, leav- 
ing their fellow citizens to their fate. 

The steamer “Odenwald” of the Hamburg-American 
Line lay in harbor. On sighting her we had hoped for 
coal. But she had none. However, the Captain was pre- 
pared to immediately transfer provisions to us, and also 
sent over 13 war volunteers and five reservists. This 
addition to oiir crew was very opportune. 

As soon as we arrived, our Captain hurried ashore to 
hunt up our Consul. It was our bad luck to have ar- 
rived on a Sunday. The German Consul, like all the 
prosperous business people, lived in the suburbs and 
across the beautiful bay from the town, so he had to be 
summoned by telephone. He arrived as quickly as pos- 
sible and, assisted by the manager of the Hamburg- 
American Line, took all the means at his disposal to get 
all the necessities for us. Lateran the Captain thanked 
both these gentlemen in the most glowing terms. 

Shortly after 9 o’clock we went alongside a coal barge 
that was said to hold 550 tons. Another, with 250 tons, 
was afterward taken on the port side. The coaling ap- 
paratus was primitive and inefficient. Therefore, the 
rate of coaling was very slow, even though the exhausted 
men, despite the glowing heat, worked like fiends. It 
took four hours to take the first 300 tons. The contents 
of the barges, American property, was more coal dust 
than lumps. But in spite of the efforts of the Germans, 
{t was impossible to get better coal. 

The entire crew of the “Odenwald” pitched in and as- 
aisted coaling. They did this voluntarily. In the even- 
ing, when they returned to their ship in their boat, our 
men thanked them with three cheers. 

The only cables in San Juan are English and French. 
As you may imagine, as soon as we arrived, all the 
cables were immediately put to use. The enemy Consuls 
had attended to that. Even the American radio station, 
that pretended to be strictly neutral, had a lot to gossip 
about on that day. With whom was the station.so friend- 
ly? Certainly not with the other neutral shore stations, 
that could learn the news over the land cables just as 
easily. The coaling was finished about 7 p.m. We had 


taken about 500 tons; that was exactly the amount nec- 
essary to reach the nearest neutral harbor. 

From the German colony we received our first gifts— 
cigars, cigarettes and fruit. 

Shortly after sunset we received the report that two 
enemy cruisers were approaching the island from the 
eastward at high speed. The Captain did not believe 
the report. He himself climbed up in the foretop and 
took me with him. Despite the best glasses and the most 
careful searching we could not discover the ships. And 
then darkness closed down. 

The report did not seem to be entirely trustworthy. 
If there had been any English warships in the neighbor- 
hood they would most certainly have received the news 
of our presence rapidly enough. Even though the Cap- 
tain did not believe the reports, still we had to prepare 
for a possible meeting on going out to Sea. 

When the “KARLSRUHE” left San Juan, totally 
darkened except side and masthead lights (and even 
these were doused as soon as we cleared the harbor) it 
was pitch dark and then a tropical rainstorm like a cloud- 
burst fell, so that, after a very short time, we lost sight 
of the lights of San Juan. If we had passed any enemy 
ships it would have been impossible for them to have 
seen us or for us to have sighted them. 

We steered eastwardly close to the coast. 

This weather kept up until 9 o’clock. Then it cleared 
up and the moon came out, lighting up the night with 
the usual tropical clearness. About 10 o’clock we were 
abeam of the light on Cape San Juan, the N. E. end of 
the island. Then the Captain brought the ship on a 
southerly course and took her through the narrow, 
dangerous passage to the eastward of the island. 

This dangerous passage was made easier, if not en- 
tirely possible, by the light of.the moon. Had the weath- 
er, that greeted us on leaving San Juan, held out the 
Captain would probably have decided against risking this 
passage. Twice in one night did the heavens favor us! 

CURACAO. 

19 AUGUST. Anyone, even a layman, could tell by our 
craft that we still needed coal. The Englishman thought 
we would head for St. Thomas to get coal. Even while 
we were still in San Juan they were speaking of that. 

Therefore the Captain decided to go to Curacao, being 
reasonably sure of getting coal at Wilemstad. 

Between 11 and 12 o'clock the Captain enlisted the 13 
volunteers from the steamer “Odenwald.” The officers 
not on watch gathered on the poop. Because of the seri- 
ousness of the times all special ceremony was omitted, a 
fact which touched the hearts of all. 

The crew rested during this and the following day. 

12 AUGUST. At dawn on 12 August the “KARLS- 
RUHE” entered Wilemstad. 

In San Juan we heard various rumors regarding the 
attitude of the Netherlands. Even though we could not 
believe all we heard we did not know what our reception 
might be. Further, it was possible that we might meet 
an enemy ship there. Therefore, the Captain had all 
the crew at battle stations. ° 

We saw a flag signal being hoisted at the signal sta- 
tion. Otherwise the town seemed dead. 

But soon everything came to life; the forts began to 
signal, bugles were blowing and the garrison sounded 
the alarm. 

The soldiers swarmed out along the beach and from 
behind the quay walls. We could not decide whether 
they were drawn out merely to see us or whether they 
were preparing to defend themselves. Here and there 
they peeped with curiosity from behind the rocky blocks 
and the corners of the sea wall at the approaching en- 
emy. Meantime, our pilot flag flew in plain sight, and 
although we had approached very closely, nobody paid 
any attention to it. After a long wait a steamboat came 
out of the narrow entramce of the harbor into the outer 
roadstead and headed for us., Then the Captain sounded 
the retreat from battle stations and had all ammunition 
sent below. In addition to the pilot the pinnace brought 


should arrive. Of course, the Captain rejected 
this proposal. The Hollanders had to be satisfied with 
that. 

Commander Koehler left the ship with them to make 
his call on the Governor. On his return he said that 
the Governor had been complaining about the English 
and the French Consuls, who had changed all the Eu- 
ropean reports and who bothered him with all sorts of 
requests looking toward the interning of the German 
cruiser. , 

Meantime, about 8 a. m., the coaling began. The coal 
was good, the coaling apparatus efficient, and by 7 p. m. 
we had taken 1100 tons aboard. 

During the coaling a Peruvian torpedo boat arrived. 
Somebody started the rumor that she was a disguised 
Frenchman or that she was about to be sold to the 
French. In addition there were said to be armored 
cruisers, French ones this time, outside the harbor. The 
originators of these yarns had no luck this time. Our 
men already knew from the San Juan affair just how 
much of this to believe. 

When we arrived off Wilemstad, two steamers ap- 
peared at the same time. One of them went on in just 
ahead of us. It was the American steamer “Philadel- 
phia.” The other, as soon as she made us out, headed 
for territorial water at top speed and disappeared into 
the inner harbor. Later we discovered that she was 
the German steamer “Stadt Schleswig” of the H. C. Horn 
Co. of Schleswig. She had taken us for an English war- 
ship. 

The captain of this steamer, Zimmerman, placed his 
ship at our disposal. She was in ballast and bound for 
Mexico. As in the case of the “Odenwald” at San Juan, 
so also here did the men of the “Stadt Schleswig” vol- 
unteer to come over and help our men coal ship. 

The steamer “Philadelphia” came from Caracas and 
had several Germans, among them reserve army offi- 
cers, who were trying to’ get home. They reported 
aboard the “KARLSRUHE,” but could not be accepted, 
as they were not fitted for sea service. 

That afternoon the Captain took a ride in an auto with 
our Consul out to an ostrich farm on the island. The trip 
refreshed him very much and he was well pleased with it. 

In honor of our presence many pamphlets were cir- 
culated. They told of great French successes (less for 
the English, which was to us very suspicious: in San 
Juan it was just the reverse!) and terrible things for 
the Germans. The barbarians had overrun Holland. In 
spite of their heroic defense the Hollanders were forced 
to give way to the overpowerful invaders. The trail of 
ithe Germans was marked by the most terrible atrocities, 
etc., etc. 

If I am not mistaken the Governor confiscated these 
pamphlets and forbade their being published again. 

The German colony and the firm of Maduro & Sons 
sent us presents, cigars and Curacao brandy. One must 
not criticise presents, bit the brandy soon suffered the 
same fate as did the famous “gift cigars’’ on our home 
front. 

Shortly before 8 p. m. the “KARLSRUHE” departed, 
accompanied by the cheers of the crew of the “Stadt 
Schleswig,’ that lay on one side of the narrow entrance, 
and of the Germans on the steamer “Philadelphia” that 
lay on the other side. While we were sliding out all the 
German throats sang “Deutschland, Deutschland, Ueber 
Alles,” and we all joined in with great vigor. 

An hour later the moon rose in the clear, starry heav- 
ens and lighted our way, just as it did the night we left

OUR FIRST CATCH. 

13-17 AUGUST. We were slowly steaming an easterly 
course along the coast of Venezuela. We had hoped to 
meet enemy steamers here, as many English and French 
lines passed along this region en route to Caracas,

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The Man Who Is Directing Italy’s Big Drive | 


HY don’t the Ital- 2 
ians ,do some- 1% 
thing?”.is a. : 
question which 
has a familiar 
sound. Nearly 
everybody in 
America who is at all interested in the 
war news—and who is not?—has been 
asking it for many months of anyone 
who would listen. And it invariably 
happened that the other gave it up and 
they parted shaking their heads. 

It is not yet known just why the Ital- 
ians didn*t do something all those months, but 
they are of a certainty doing something now, or 
did something when they launched their recent 
offensive against the Austrians on the Isonzo. 
Their long inactivity probably was due to the 
fact that they were getting ready, and when 
they got ready they struck. 

If the people of America, and doubtless of 
other countries, asked that question so persist- 
ently, what must the people of Italy have been 
saying to one another when, day after day and 
week after week, there came no news from the 
front? What they said must have caused the 
ears of the Commander in Chief of the two mil- 
lions of Italians in the field to tingle, which 
brings us down to a consideration of that same 
Commander in Chief, Gen. Luigi Cadorna. 

At the present writing Gen. Cadorna has a 
distinction which is shared by none of the al- 
lied Generals, and very few of the German. He 
is the only allied commander who has not been 
removed or “promoted” since his entrance upon 
the stage in the world war. From present in- 
dications peace will find Gen. Cadorna occu- 
pying the same position that he does today, for 
he has the confidence of his King, his peo- 
ple and his army, and the respect of the other 
allied commanders. 

Figuratively speaking, Gen. Cadorna put on 
a uniform when he was a mere boy and since 
has never taken it off. He entered a military 
school in 1860 and when only 18 years old was 
made a Second Lieutenant on the General Staff. 
But his career was virtually assured, for he 
came from a fighting family, being a grandson 
of the Cadorna who led an army against the 
French when they invaded Piedmont, and a 
son of Count Raffael Cadorna, who led the Ital- 
ian troops tnto Rome in 1870 and turned-the city 
over for a capital to the kingdom of Victor Em- 
manuel the Second. The father, too, fought with the 
French in the Crimea and before commanding the army 
that marched on Rome was Minister of War in Tuscany. 
He it was who suppressed the uprisings in Sicily and 
Emilia, two of the most bloody {n the history of the new 
kingdom. 

Five years after he had been attached to the General 
Staff young Cadorna was made a Captain, and about 
this time became the author of a series of pamphlets on 
the different zones of the Italian frontier, which proved 
to be highly instructive in a military sense. This and 
subsequent study of the ground over which the Italian 
and Austrian armies are now fighting is standifig him in 
good stead now. He did not stop there, but throughout 
his life he has made his brain a remarkable storehouse 
of information concerning the territory on the northern 
boundary of Italy and he knows in detail the diffi- 
culties and natural advantages of the most obscure routes 
and paths of that territgry, especially among the Alps. 

When a Captain, Cadorna also wrote a book of the 
Franco-Prussian War which revealed in him an unusual 
knowledge of military affairs. Then when he was made 
a Major in 1883 he revolutionized the system of tactics 
in use by the Italian army. In 1892, when he was 42, he 
was made a Colonel of Bersaglieri and for the 
first time was given an opportunity to demonstrate his 
fitness as a disciplinarian as well asa tactician. His pro- 
motion to a major-generalship came six years Jater and 
he was only prevented by politics from becoming the suc- 
cessor to Gen. Saletta, Chief of the General Staff, when 
that officer was retired by reason of age. The post was 
given to Gen. Pollio, and then fell to Cadorna, who in 
the meantime had distinguished himself in the Italian 
army maneuvers when, as the head of one of the two 
armies, he conducted a tactical retreat which was criti- 
cised as a defeat, and turned it into an offensive that 
proved to be one of the most important operations of the 
maneuvers. 

One of the most remarkable traits possessed by Gen. 
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Cadorna,' ho has been a soldier since his boyhood, 
has made a life-long study of the difficult ground over which his 
army is now fighting and he has the confidence of his men be- 
cause he never uselessly'sends them into battle—He is the only 
allied~general, in supreme command when his country entered 
the war, who has not been demoted or “promoted”—A remark- 
able memory one of his chief characteristics

GEN. LUIGI CADORNA. 


Cadorna is his prodigious memory. It has already been 
noted that he carries in his head a picture, down to the 
last detail, of the terrain over which his army is fight- 
ing. A more concrete instance of his powers of retention 
is afforded in the story of how, in the early days of the 
mobilization of his army in 1915, he prevented one of the 
cars of a military train from going to the wrong desti- 
mation. He was riding past the train in his automobile 
when a mere number on a car loaded with munitions 
was sufficient to inform him that the car was attached 
to the wrong train. At that time hundreds of munition 
trains were moving to all narts of Italy. Gen. Cadorna 
often astonishes members of his staff with feats of 
memory like this. 

Gen. Cadorna’s great popularity with his soldiers un- 
doubtedly is due to his thoughtfulness of them. He never 
has sent them uselessly into battle. As a result there 
obtains in the Italian army a high morale and a willing- 
ness among the men to vigorously carry out any order 
which they may receive, knowing that none is given 
without reason and unless the commanders are morally 
certain that important results will be achieved. Gen. 
Cadorna has inspired his under officers with the same 
feeling, so that one of them, Gen. Ricordi, who fell on the 
Carso, was especially proud of the military medal which 
he had received because it was given him for having 
“with considerate daring led his men to the attack.” 
Gen. Cadorna believes that it is a crime to expend one 
life wantonly, but at the same time he does not hesi- 
tate to sacrifice thousands of lives if he believes that it 
is necessary to win his objective. 

Personally, Gen. Cadorna is a large man, powerful 
and energetic, but simple, unassuming and optimistic 
and at times exhibiting a slight touch of humor. His 
power of command is enhanced by the peculiarly clear 
and ringing tone of his voice. He is deveted to Italy 
with a wholeheartedness that often is commented upon 
by persons with whom he has talked. 

Gen. Cadorna, it has been said, never takes any half- 


way measures. With him there fs al- 
ways the right and the wrong; 


tates an instant to array himself on 
the side of what he believes to be right. 
In the handling of his army, the petty 
details which would harass many at- 
other man give him little concern, 
When, in the early days of the war, the 
great military station at Udine was 
beiug built, and Austrian airplanes 
were still frequently raiding the city, 
it was necessary, if the work was to 
be finished on time, that the tracks 
be lighted for work at night. 
officers jn charge were willing to take the re- 
sponsibility of ordering that this be done, and 


finally an officer, after vainly endeavoring to — 


induce someone in authority to give the order, 
called upon Gen. Cadorna and explained the sit- 
uation. 

“Are fhe night shifts necessary?” the General 
asked. 

He was told that they were. : 

“Se e necessario, si faccio” (If it is necessary, 
let it be done), was his immediate reply, and he 
turned to perusing a mass of reports on his 
table, which he had been doing when interrupt- 
ed. As it turned out, no casualties attended the 
work, but it was made possible only by the Gem 
eral’s decision. 

Last spring there was considerable talk about 
the possibility of a renewed Austrian offensive 
through the Trentino. When the gossip was car- 
ried to Cadorna, he said simply: “Never worry, 
about their coming or not commg. I have got 
ready as if they were to come, and a lot of them, 
too. That’s all.” 

Cadorna knew whereof he spoke, for while the 
Austrians did not come, it is well known that, 
even though he launch an offensive to the east, 
he is powerful enough to stem a tide from the 
north. ' 

Gen. Cadorna’s quiet determination is best ex< 
emplified by a story told in the early dayg 
of the war. A General, a brilliant and capa 
ble officer holding a very high office, wag 
known to have political views favorable to Gere 
many, and therefore averse to Italy entering the 
war. Cadorna, as soon as he was appointed te 
supreme command by the King, sent for this 
man and spoke about as follows: 

“TI am aware that you entertain opinions at vae 
riance with those that determined the present 
situation; and since, notwithstanding this fact, I have 
the highest esteem and consideration for your ability as 
an officer, it would make me highly uncomfortable to 
have you so near me, in such a high position, knowing all 
the time that at heart you disapprove the situation, 
though I am sure that you would do your duty. 

“Probably you would have filled my place better than 
I may be able to do, but since the King has put me inte 
it, I mean to hold it to the best of my ability and without 
swerving.” 

The officer, of course, retired into private life and 
Gen. Cadorna was unhampered when he took his place 
at the front. 

A favorite phrase of Gen. Cadorna’s is, “We are doing 
nicely, thank you,” and those who know him declare that 
this is the best index to the man himself. He never is 
easily elated by success and at all times is calmly come 
fident in his own strength and that of his men. 

When Italy declared war upon Austria, Gen. Cadorna 
was just a little under 65 years of age. He comes from 
the North of Italy, from the borderland of Lago Maggoire, 
between Lombardy and Piedmont. In Pallanza still can 
be seen/the house of his forefathers, although it hag 
passed out of the hands of his family. It is still marked, 
however, with the family crest. In him are to be obe 
served all of the Lombard uprightness and open-hearte 
edness and his exuberant vitality, fitting in with the trae 
ditions of the bersaglieri, to whom he belongs, has ene 
deared him to the Southern people. 

Gen. Cadorna keeps in touch not only with the move« 
ments of his own army, but is intensely interested in 
what the French and British and other allies are doin 
When he can find time he visits the front in France, ae 
after one of these excursions, on which he was taken 
to Verdun, he was quoted as declaring that in his opine 
ion the fortress never would be taken. This from a mag 
who is one of the foremost military leaders in Europe, 
and who has devoted his whole life to a study of things 
military, should carry weight.

HEN that man-made volcano, extend- 

ing for 10 miles between Ypres and 

Armentieres erupted in the early 

dawn of a day last June, utterly de- 

molishing that part of the famous 

Hindenburg line, spreading terror 

among the German troops fortunate 

enough. to escape from the awful cataclysm, and allowing 

the British infantry which swept over the craters an 

almost uninterrupted passage, military men all over the 

world marveled. They marveled not so much at the im- 

mensity of the thing, that thousands of tons of explosives 

had been employed and the operation carried out on the 

grandest scale known to history, as at how the British 
had been able to accomplish it. 

Scarcely anybody will grant to the British a superior 
knowledge of mining or any other physical branch of 
modern warfare. In their 49 vears of preparation for the 
present conflict, the Germans by no means neglected 
to learn all there was to know about subterranean opera- 
tions and in fact they were among the very first to turn 
to them in the present struggle. . Yet for two years prior 
te that morning on the western front when the earth 
was split open with a detonation that rocked the coun- 
tryside for miles, British sappers and engineers had 
been digging a long series of tunnels from their trenches, 
under No Man's Land, to points under the German po- 
sitions. 


The Germans, doubtless, wére doing the same thing, 
but their plans comprehended only the normal activity 
of this kind on a part of the line which had been 
Geadlocked for months. And, as was to be expected in 
the light of previous experience, many of their attempts 
to lay mines beneath the British trenches were detected 
and frustrated. Therefore, the amazing success of the 
British prompts this question: Why did not the Ger- 
mans become cognizant of the counter activity of the 
enemy? Why did not their delicate microphones, those 
instruments which magnify and carry the slightest 
sounds underground, notify them that digging tools were 
being wielded in their vicinity? 

The answer seems to be that Yankee ingenuity en- 
abled the British to nullify every known means of de- 
tection. A Yankee invention utilized by them planted 
high explosives under the German trenches with a cun- 
ning that was almost human; in short, the British ran 
pipe lines of destruttion just as a gang of workmen in 
the street in front of your home would run a gas pipe 
from their trench into your residence. 

It is now believed that there is a 
close connection between the Ypres- 
Armentieres coup and the hurried fill- 
ing of an order Dy a big Pittsburg man- 
ufacturing concern many months back. 
This concern makes what is known to 
the engineering profession as a pipe- 
forcing jack. Instead of operating ver- 
tically, as in the lifting jack, the 
ratchet and associate jack function 
horizontally, and the duty of the mech- 
anism is to force or drive a pipe hori- 
zontally into and through the ground. 


The method of operating this modi- 
fied jack is simple. First, a trench 
must be dug to the depth at which the 
pipe is to be driven and long enough to 
accommodate the jack, the man or men 
operating it, and a unit length or sec- 
tion of pipe. When one of these sec- 
tions has been forced forward into the 
earth the jack is pulled back to the end 
of the ratchet, a new section joined to 
the rear end of the buried pipe and the 
jack is again brought into play as be- 
fore, a pumping or rocking movement 
of the lever forcing the pipe onward. 

A short piece of slightly larger pipe, 
called the “‘pilot,” and having a cut- 
ting edge, is joined to the forward end 
of the leading section. The edge is 
keen enough to bore through roots and 
the like and can easily overcome the 
resistance of ordinary soil. The only 
thing that will stop it is rock, but it 
is well known that the soil in Flanders 
is well adapted tothe use of this ma- 
chine. An ordinary jack of the same 
type has been used repeatedly to force

At the beginning of the war pipe-forcing jacks had 
been made strong enough to drive pipe up to four inches 
in diameter and with unit lengths of 14 feet. But since 
the early part of 1916 more powerful ones, said to be 
equal to handling pipe six inches in didmeter, have been 
made and shipped abroad. Allowing, however, for the 
four-inch pipe,-one of these sections would have an 
internal capacity of more than 2000 cubic inches, in 
which space could be packed nearly 126 pounds of dyna- 
mite. In order to intensify the explosion, that section, 
of course, would have to be sealed at both ends. 

A prominent New York engineer, who some years 
ago learned the value of the pipe-forcing jack when 
engaged in subaqueous tunnel driving, recently  pro- 
posed to the United States War Department that it con- 
sider this method of piping dynamite for the purpose of 


place and arranged concentrically about it, and there 
is little doubt in my mind that the succeeding opera- 
tions would be measurably facilitated by reason of the 
initial or pioneer pipe line. Not only would a pro- 
cedure of this sort reduce the amount of excavational 
work, with its peculiar perils where the earth is perme- 
ated with water, but it would make it possible to lay 
both mines and countermines with great rapidity. I 
am satisfied, too, that the explosive charges could thus 
be shoved noiselessly to the desired points. The foe's 
first-line trenches could be dealt with in this way with- 
out preliminary tunneling—the only digging being short 
excavations to accommodate the jacks and the unit 
lengths of pipe employed. This work could be carried 
on from our advance trenches. 

“It seems to me that the defense of our own machine 
gun emplacements and field fortifications could be 
greatly strengthened by the planting of advance mines 
of this sort. The demoralizing effect 
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of underground explosions is great, 
because there is no way to detect the 
mines except by running the saps of 
counter mines or camouflets in the 
ordinary way. I am sure that the ter- 
rain immediately in front of our 
trenches could be rapidly protected 
by a buried grid of this character, 
and the nature of the soil along much 
of the western front offers an ideal 
opportunity for this sort of attack 
and defense. Our engineers will have 
hard work and plenty of it at every 
turn of their task, and why not make 

this department of their problem 
easier by adopting facilities that have 

proved of so much value and prac- 
ticality in commercial undertakings? 
“Piping dynamite under the feet 
of the foe, to dislodge him and to 
drive him backward is by no means a 
fanciful dream. If it has not already 
been done, it can be done, and why 
not set the pace in the name of Amer- 
ican ingenuity? The deep-planted 
mine will achieve what gunfire can- 
not do, and Gen. Haig knows today 
how many of his recent achievements

preliminary upheavals of the earth 
itself. In that way he was:able to 
break the firm and determined grip of 
his enemy upon ground held desper- 
ately and with the highest order of defensive weapons.” 

The limit at which pipe driven by a jack can be forced 
is not known, but they apparently have a range of from 
50 to 100 yards, for this is the usual distance at which 
subterranean galleries on the war fronts have to be 
driven. It is on record, though, that in some of their 
previous operations on the western front, the British 
drove tunnels a mile in length. Progress in digging saps 
depends largely upon the nature of the soil, the nearness 
of water, and the vigilance of the enemy. 

The work heretofore has been attended by many diffi- 
culties, and service in the engineer corps is by no means 
the most desirable of all the branches. The sappers, 
when digging in the old way, not only had to break their 
way forward with pick and shovel, as quietly as pos- 
sible, but the galleries had to be supported with tim- 
bers to prevent the earth from caving in upon them. 
Moreover, all of the debris had to be carried back and 
out. Their labor was increased enormously and the task 
was rendered much more perilous if water happened 
to be present. 

Often rival crews, working underground, have de- 
tected each other at the same instant, and then has begun 
a race, the attacking sappers striving to reach their goal 
under the enemy's position, and the defending sappers 
endeavoring to intercept them, to countermine and at- 
tempt to blow up the attackers’ gallery before it is com- 
pleted. Frequently, when rival headings have broken in 
upon each other, there have been underground battles, in 
utter darkness, in whéch the opposing forces have strug- 
gled back and forth, with pick and shovels for weapons 
instead of the rifles, bayonets and bombs of their fellows 
above ground. 

The military world learned from the Russians and Jap- 
anese at Port Arthur what could be done in the way of 
mining and countermining during the attack and defense 
of a position generally assumed to be impregnable.

“The assault proved a failure and fresh 
galleries were driven and two larger 
mines placed. These were fired Dec 18 
and the works successfully assaulted. It 
was in this fort that Gen Kondratchenko 
and staff were killed on Dec. 3, It was 
also the first permanent work to fall

Speaking of the physical conditions that 
confronted the Japanese sappers, and es- 
pecially the task faced by the engineer 
force of the Ninth Division, he says:

How to wash silk waists 


Whiak a handful of Lux into a thick lather in very hot 
water. Add cold water till lukewarm. p your waist 
through the foamy lather pany times—work it about in the 
sude—do not rub. Rinse in three waters, the first luke- 
warm, the second cooler, the last cold. ueese the water 
out—do not wring. Dry in the shade. hen nearly dry. 
press with a wartn iron—never a hot one. Georgette crepe 
waiste should be gently pulled inta shape as ther dry, and 
also should be shaped as you iron. 
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
